Blackburn 

Pharmacists  at  N.H.I,  celebration.- — Sir  Henry  Bracken- 
bury  (vice-president,  British  Medical  Association)  addressed 
the  Blackburn  Insurance  Committee  on  March  3  on  the  occasion 
of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  administration  of  medical 
benefit  in  the  town  under  the  Health  Insurance  Act.  Local 
pharmacists  present  included  Mr.  W.  H.  Lightbown  (chair- 
man, Pharmaceutical  Committee),  Aid.  C.  A.  Critchley,  J. P., 
Ph.C,  Aid.  B.  Holden,  J. P.,  and  Messrs.  J.  W.  Aspinall,  T.  W. 
Livesey,  W.  Grundy,  T.  S.  Nowell,  J.  Eyles,  J.  Walton,  A. 
Dobson,  R.  Turnbull,  W.  Holt,  and  J.  Mullineaux.  Alder- 
man H.  Watson,  J. P.,  who  presided,  said  of  the  twenty-nine 
firms  of  chemists  who  were  on  the  panel  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago  only  eleven  remained  to-day  (Boots,  Ltd.,  Taylor's,  Ltd., 
C.  A,  Critchley  &  Co,,  Ltd.,  and  Messrs.  A.  Dobson,  J.  Eyles, 
B.  Holden,  W.  Holt,  J.  E.  Isherwood,  W.  H.  Lightbown,  R. 
Pickup  and  J.  Walmsley).  During  the  last  twenty-five  years 
6.395.760  prescriptions  had  been  dispensed,  and  the  amount 
paid  to  chemists  was  £2221,446.  Mr.  W.  H.  Lightbown,  M.P.S., 
who  seconded  a  resolution  of  thanks,  recalled  that  when  the 


Act  was  passed  few  of  the  interests  concerned  were  satisfied. 
The  doctors  got  less  than  they  wanted,  there  were  quotas  to  the 
approved  societies,  and  chemists  got  what  was  left.  Care  was 
taken,  he  declared,  that  this  was  not  much.  They  were  in  a 
better  position  to-day  than  at  the  beginning,  but  the  system 
under  which  chemists  were  paid  was  wrong.  No  organisa- 
tion of  any  standing  would  sanction  being  paid  in  such 
a  way.  With  a  deficiency  in  the  drug  fund,  pharmacists  had 
to  submit  to  the  reduction  of  10  per  cent,  in  respect  of  their 
dispensing  fees,  and  had  no  option  but  to  agree.  The  time  was 
coming  when  that  system  would  have  to  be  altered.  He  some- 
times wondered  what  the  doctors  would  say  if  their  full 
allowances  were  contingent  on  the  state  of  the  fund. 

Bognor  Regis 

Lantern  lecture. — A  meeting  of  the  West  Sussex  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  at  Bognor  Regis  on 
February  23  when  a  lantern  lecture  was  given  by  Mr.  Matthews 
on  the  preparation  of  tinctures,  tablets,  capsules,  etc.,  on  a 
manufacturing  scale. 

Local  section  of  county  association  formed. — A  meeting 
was  held  at  Bognor  Regis  on  March  7,  when  a  Bognor  section 
of  the  West  Sussex  Pharmacists'  Association  was  formed.

Ridley  reported  on  the  proceedings  at  the  Conference  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  Pharmaceutical  Committees.  A  discussion  fol- 
lowed on  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme.  The  chairman  depre- 
cated the  action  of  a  few  members  who  obtained  supplies  direct 
from  non-C.F.  firms,  less  display  bonus,  and  suggested  that  all 
necessary  non-C.F.  lines  should  be  obtained  through  whole- 
salers who  were  supporters  of  the  scheme.  This  met  with  the 
approval  of  the  meeting.  Mr.  Graham  Taylor  suggested  that, 
in  view  of  the  inactivity  of  some  of  the  other  branches,  the 
scheme  should  be  allowed  to  fall  into  abeyance  for  a  period  of 
six  months  in  order  to  estimate  the -individual  cost  of  carrying 
on  the  scheme.  After  a  full  discussion,  in  which  all  members 
took  part,  the  Branch  resolved  to  continue  in  full  support  of 
the  scheme.  Mr.  Sumner's  proposal  for  simultaneous  C.F. 
window  displays  and  other  activities  met  with  approval,  as  did 
the  launching  of  a  collective  advertising  scheme  in  the  local 
press,  to  be  discussed  more  fully  at  the  next  meeting.  Mr. 
Hewitson  handed  the  chairman  a  list  of  C.F.  goods  obtainable 
at  the  local  stores  and  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  take  the 
matter  up  with  a  view  to  having  supplies  stopped. 

Eastbourne 

Resolution  sent  to  Pharm.^ceutical  Society's  Council. — 
A  meeting  of  the  Eastbourne  Pharmacists'  Association  was 
held  on  March  8,  Mr.  H.  C.  Browne  in  the  chair.  The  follow- 
ing resolution  was  passed: — "That  this  meeting  urges  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  use  its  utmost  en- 
deavour to  have  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  British  Phar- 
maceutical Codex  counterparts  to  proprietary  and  ethical 
products  so  improved  as  to  more  nearly  represent  their  inten- 
tion and  make  recommendation  possible  and  advisable."  Other 
matters  discussed  were  whether  the  Government  should  be 
asked  to  finance  a  refre.sher  class  for  pharmacists  ;  whether 
insured  persons  should  be  registered  with  panel  chemists  ;  and 
the  sale  of  drugs  should  be  restricted  to  druggists. 

Exeter 

Review  of  pharmaceutical  affairs. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Exeter  and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
held  at  Exeter  on  February  23,  Mr.  A.  C.  Milton  in  the  chair, 
Mr.  F.  W.  Adams  (assistant  secretary.  Pharmaceutical  Society) 
gave  "  A  Review  of  Pharmaceutical  Affairs."

cist. Speaking  of  the  educational  position,  Mr.  Adams  regarded 
the  introduction  of  physiology  into  the  syllabus  as  an  impor- 
tant and  necessary  step.  Mr.  Adams  said  pharmacy  had  been 
complimented  by  other  callings  on  the  scope  of  its  organisa- 
tion. The  Society's  Branch  system  was  increasingly  useful, 
and  its  growth  depended  on  the  development  of  the  corporate- 
spirit  amongst  pharmacists.  Corporate  publicity  had  been 
found  worth  while  by  branches  that  had  tried  it.  A  discussion 
followed  the  address,  and  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  proposed  a  vote 
of  thanks.    Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  seconded.

Newcastle 

REViEVir  OF  pharmaceutical  AFFAIRS. — A  meeting  of  the 
Newcastle,  District  and  Northumberland  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  held  on  March  10,  was  addressed  by  Mr. 
F.  W.  Adams  (assistant  secretary  of  the  Society)  on  "A 
Review  of  Pharmaceutical  Affairs."  Mr.  Adams  compared 
the  state  of  pharmacy  during  the  first  fifty  years  of  the 
Society's  history  with  its  course  in  recent  times.  "The  Victorian 
pharmacist,  he  said,  led  a  "  Robinson  Crusoe  "  existence, 
having  little  opportunity  of  mixing  with  his  colleagues  or  the 
community  in  general  owing  to  the  long  hours  he  spent  in  his 
business.  He  had  no  inspectors  to  upset  the  routine  of  his 
life,  in  which  the  only  upheaval  was  the  arrival  of  a  traveller 
at  rare  intervals.  He  manufactured  most  of  his  own  galenicals, 
packed  all  his  own  lines,  and  rarely  saw  a  doctor's  prescription. 
He  developed  side-lines  not  usually  associated  with  present- 
day  pharmacy  (drysaltery,  paints,  etc.).  If  he  prospered  he 
did  not  extend  his  business  in  the  direction  of  branch  shops, 
but  proceeded  to  do  a  little  wholesaling  on  his  own  account. 
Since  1890  there  had  been  a  tremendous  increase  in  the 
number  of  pharmacies  in  proportion  to  population,  and  of  big 
financijil  companies  interested  in  chain-store  pharmacies, 
and  of  tlie  co-operative  movement,  all  of  which  had  tended  to 
change  the  character  of  pharmacy.  There  had  also  been  an 
increased  employment  outside  retail  shops.  More  and 
more  hospitals  were  replacing  unqualified  dispensers  by  quali- 
fied ;  the  number  of  wholesalers  and  manufacturers  had  in- 
creased as  the  pharmacist  had  ceased  to  make  his  own  galeni- 
cals and  put  up  his  own  packs.  The  enormous  growth  of  the 
' '  patent ' '  medicine  business  and  the  manufacture  of  ' '  ethical ' ' 
preparations  had  absorbed  many  more  pharmacists  both  in  the 
laboratories  and  as  representatives.  The  State  and  local 
authorities  were  creating  a  further  field  for  the  employment  of 
phamiacists.  The  result  was  that  there  were  now  more  em- 
ployed pharmacists  than  employer,  thus  creating  new  problems 
for  the  Society  and  necessitating  new  policies.  The  Societv 
had  been  continually  endeavouring  to  improve  the  status  of 
pharmacy  and  at  the  last  Conference  had  gone  one  step  further 
in  the  fonnation  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry.  The  Com- 
mittee's report  would  not  be  ready  for  the  Conference  this 
year,  though  an  interim  report  might  be  presented.  After  much 
discussion,  Mr.  J.  N.  Bennett  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks,  Mr. 
H.  Thorn  supporting.

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


Edward  Frank  Harrison 

The  services  of  Edward  Frank  Harrison,  the  subject  of 
Mr,  F.  W.  Gamble's  meinorial  lecture  (p.  295),  to  his  country 
and  to  pharmacy  are  unique  ;  it  is  an  almost  hopeless  task  to 
attempt  a  tribute  to  such  a  man  within  the  compass  of  a  single 
paragraph.  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1918  at  the  early  age 
of  forty-nine  he  was  about  to  be  promoted  to  the  rank  of 
brigadier-general,  and  if  he  had  lived  he  would  have  been  a 
natural  choice  for  Hanbury  medallist.  I  have  been  refreshing 
my  memory  with  the  aid  of  the  first  Harrison  memorial  lecture 
(C.  (S-  D.,  1919,  803),  in  which  the  facts  of  a  remarkable  career 
are  lucidly  set  forth.  There  was  an  element  of  tragedy  in  his 
appearance  as  chief  speaker  at  the  opening  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  School  session  not  long  before  the  end — the 
face  lined,  the  tell-tale  cough  held  rigidly  in  check.  As 
Mr.  William  Kirby  finely  said  when  presiding  at  the  first 
memorial  lecture,  Harrison  "  had  laid  down  his  life  in  his 
country's  service  just  as  truly  as  an\-  man  ever  did  who 
'  went  over  the  top.'  " 

A  Practical  Discussion 

The  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association  has, 
evidently,  a  flaiy  for  securing  visitors  who  can  impart  ideas. 
One  need  not  agree  with  everything  Mr.  Newby  of  Oldham 
said  in  the  address  reported  on  p.  286  of  vour  last  week's  issue 
in  order  to  commend  the  sound  grasp  of  policy  that  underlay 
his  statements.  By  a  coincidence,  the  limitation  of  appren- 
tices, the  first  topic  mentioned  in  the  Manchester  report,  was 
discussed  at  Edinfjurgh  on  the  same  date  (p.  296)  with  a 
difierent  emphasis  or  orientation  ;  while  the  suggestion  at 
Manchester  is  for  fewer  entrants,  Edinburgh  apparently  wants 
more.  I  doubt  whether  the  forecast  one  sometimes  hears  to 
the  effect  that  a  limitation  is,-  so  to  speak,  becoming  self- 
imposed  is  of  much  practical  value.  We  have  seen  enough 
fluctuations  in  the  number  of  apprentices  (and  also  in  that  of 
assistants)  during  the  past  thirty  or  forty  years  to  render  it 
desirable  to  have  a  formal  understanding  on  record  in  this 
matter,  in  principle  and  in  some  degree  of  detail.  I  hope  to 
find  that  this  subject  is  being  discussed  at  a  delegates'  or 
braiich  representatives'  meeting  at  this  year's  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference.  Incidentally,  I  was  attracted  by  the  use 
of  the  archaic  word  "  journeymen."    Your  Special  Issue  of 


July  10,  1926,  mentions  the  fact  of  chemists  advertising  for 
journeymen  in  1766  ;  it  was  about  that  time,  I  believe,  that 
the  word  was  beginning  to  give  place  to  "  assistants."  I  fail 
to  see  the  feasibility  of  contributions  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  on  any  basis,  from  wholesalers  and  manufacturers. 
We  do  not  ' '  contribute  ' '  to  Government  departments :  we  are 
well  aware  that  where  they  are  concerned  the  last  farthing 
is  being  wrung  out  of  us — or  will  be.  With  the  remark  of 
a  subsequent  speaker  at  Manchester  that  the  public  should  be 
"  educated  to  the  idea  that  medicines  should  be  obtained  from 
the  chemist  "  I  am  in  full  agreement.  Opportunities  do  not 
last  for  ever,  and  I  hope  something  is  being  done  in  that 
direction  'while  there  is  yet  time. 

"  Agreed  "  Dispensing  Charges 

Another  matter  discussed  at  the  same  Edinburgh  meeting 
was  the  possibility  of  uniform  pricing  of  prescriptions.  I  have 
looked  up  the  important  article  in  your  issue  of  December  13, 
1919,  to  which  you  referred  editorially  a  fortnight  ago,  and 
have  compared  its  suggestions  with  those  made  by  the  Scottish 
speakers.  In  his  final  paragraphs  Mr.  Netherway  summarised 
the  factors  to  be  used  in  pricing  dispensing  thus:  "  (i)  Cost 
of  ingredients  and  containers.  (2)  Cost  of  dispenser's  time 
(including  a  portion  of  proprietor's  own  time).  (3)  A  portion 
— say,  one-half  of  the  total  business  charges  (excluding  dis- 
pensers' salaries  .  .  .  and  other  retail  salaries)  and  interest 
on  capital.  (4)  A  profit  of  33  per  cent,  on  total  cost,  which  is 
equal  to  25  per  cent,  on  selling  price."  The  Edinburgh 
speakers,  as  reported,  seem  to  have  overlooked  interest  on 
capital,  as  I  believe  some  pharmacists  do,  even  in  the  twen- 
tieth century,  when  estimating  profits.  I  have  not  space  to 
discuss  this  subject  with  any  fullness,  but  I  believe  that  for 
the  present  a  minimum  scale  of  dispensing  charges  is  the  only 
type  of  scale  obtainable.  Let  me  end  with  an  experience. 
Some  year  ago  I  was  at  a  chemists'  meeting  at  which  this 
and  the  question  of  retail  prices  in  general  was  being  discussed, 
and  among  the  speakers  was  the  chief  proprietor  of  a  business 
who  said  he  had  ascertained  that  it  cost,  on  the  average, 
threepence  to  serve  a  customer  in  any  of  his  shops.  It 
happened  that  I  had  been  served  with  an  antacid  draught  in 
one  of  his  blanches,  where  I  was  not  known,  and  had  been 
charged  only  twopence.  I  refrain  from  drawing  the  obvious 
moral. 
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Canada 

Indian  hemp  control. — An  amendment  to  the  Opium  and 
Narcotic  Drug  Act  making  the  cultivation  of  Cannabis  saliva 
without  hcence  a  punishable  offence,  has  passed. its  second 
reading  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Ottawa.  The  Bill  stands 
in  committee  pending  a  decision  on  whether  it  should  become 
operative  by  proclamation.  Hashish  or  Marijuana,  as  the  plant 
is  usually  known  in  Canada,  thrives  in  many  parts  of  the 
country,  sometimes  as  a  weed.  Recently  it  has  been  used 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  the  manufacture  of 
cigarettes,  which  have  had  a  considerable  sale,  and  since  1932 
there  have  been  twenty-eight  convictions  in  Canada  for  the  use 
of  the  drug.  The  importance  of  the  new  Bill  is  that  it  is 
an  attempt  to  control  the  only  dangerous  drug  produced  in 
Canada. 

France 

Lyons  Fair. — For  some  years  there  has  been  a  Medical  Arts 
section  at  the  Foire  de  Lyon  in  which  is  presented  everything 
connected  with  health  and  hygiene.  At  this  year's  Fair,  which 
opened  on  March  12  and  will  remain  open  until  March  22,  the 
exhibit  is,  as  usual,  arranged  by  the  Office  Commercial  Pharnia- 
ceutique,  with  the  assistance  of  M.  Laubeuf  (pharmacist  dele- 
gate on  the  Fair  committee).  Pharmacists  may  obtain  cards 
of  admission  on  application  to  the  O.C.P.  (Publicity  Service), 
71  Rue  du  Temple,  Paris,  or  to  M.  Laubeuf,  51  Place  Riviere, 
Villeurbanne,  Rhone,  France. 

Inventions  competition. — In  conneixion  with  the  Inter- 
national Trade  Fair,  Paris,  May  21  to  June  6,  an  inventions 
competition,  free  to  competitors,  has  been  organised.  Any 
type  of  invention  may  be  entered  whether  it  takes  the  form  of 
an  entirely  new  apparatus  or  device,  or  represents  an  improve- 
ment that  may  be  applied  to  existing  machinery  or  material. 
It  must  not  have  been  submitted  for  any  other  competition, 
and  a  declaration  to  this  effect  must  accompany  each  entry 
form.  Each  inventor  must  supply  a  copy  of  his  patent  or  a 
notice  setting  forth  its  aims  and  functions  and,  if  possible,  a 
summary  of  its  technical  characteristics.  Actual  models  of  the 
inventions  must  be  submitted  unless  pennission  is  obtained  for 
their  presentation  by  means  of  a  plan,  and  all  inventions 
entered  for  the  competition  will  be  displayed  for  the  duration 
of  the  Fair.  Exhibits  will  be  classified  under  the  sections 
in  two  groups.  A  section  of  Group  I  will  be  for  inventions 
relating  to  electricity,  wireless,  music,  photography,  cinema. 
Group  II  will  include  hygiene  and  household  articles.  The 
prizes  will  consist  of  medals,  diplomas  and  money  (a  grand 
prize,  5,000  francs  ;  first  prize,  3,000  francs  ;  second  prize, 
2,000  francs,  and  others).  In  addition,  various  prizes  offered 
by  public  bodies  will  be  awarded.  Entry  forms,  which  may  be 
obtained  at  the  London  office  of  the  Fair,  17  Tothill  Street, 
Westminster,  S.W.i,  must  be  completed  arul  returned  by 
March  31. 

French  North  Africa 

Pharmaceutical  Congress. — The  third  Congress  of  the 
Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Syndicates  of  North  Africa  will 
take  place  in  Tunis  on  April  11,  12  and  13.  At  the  science 
sessions  papers  will  be  read  on  "  Antibodies  and  Metallic  Salts, 
Immunological  Properties  and  Therapeutic  Perspectives  of  their 
Combinations  "  ;  and  on  "  Recent  Methods  of  Identifying  the 
Resin  of  Indian  Hemp." 

Paraguay 

Registration  of  toilet  preparations. — The  Paraguayan 
Ministry  of  Public  Health  has  announced  that  imported  toilet 
preparations  that  make  no  claim  to  therapeutic  properties 
are  required  to  be  registered  by  the  National  Department  of 
Hygiene  under  the  regulations  applying  to  pharmaceutical 
specialities  or  specifics  in  general. 

South  Africa 

Dispensing  times. — The  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies 
of  South  Africa  are  taking  steps  to  compile  statistics  relating  to 
the  average  time  taken  to  dispense  mixtures  (2-  and  4-oz.  with 
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teaspoonful  dose  ;  6-  and  8-oz.  with  tablespoonful  dose) ; 
gargle;  liniment;  ointments  (i-oz.  and  4-oz.);  powders; 
cachets  ;  eye  drops  ;  and  pills. 

What  constitutes  a  proprietary  medicine? — In  the  East 
London  magistrate's  court,  recently,  two  manufacturing 
chemists,  Drs.  L.  and  A.  Recsei,  Chislehurst,  East  London, 
were  charged  with  dealing  in  patent  and  proprietary  medicines 
without  first  obtaining  the  necessary  licence.  After  lengthy 
argument  the  doctors  were  found  not  guilty.  The  case 
centred  around  a  preparation  known  as  "  Vita  Calcium,"  which 
was  prepared  by  the  defendants  in  large  quantities  for  sale  to 
chemists.  The  prosecution  produced  one  of  the  containers  of 
the  product,  on  the  label  of  which  it  was  stated  that  the  sole 
manufacturers  were  Dr.  Recsei's  laboratory.  The  prosecution 
argued  that  the  words  "  sole  manufacturers  "  implied  proprie- 
tary rights.  In  an  explanatory  pamphlet  the  preparation  was 
described  as  a  cure  for  a  number  of  familiar  ailments,  and  it 
was  argued  that  this  constituted  the  product  a  medicine,  and 
therefore  only  to  be  sold  by  a  vendor  who  possessed  the  neces- 
sary licence.  For  the  defence  it  was  claimed  that  the  words 
"  sole  manufacturers  "  meant  only  that  the  Doctors  Recsei 
were  the  sole  persons  in  South  Africa  actually  manufacturing 
Vita  Calcium,  though  there  was  nothing  to  stop  any  othef 
persons  making  it.  For  this  reason  they -had  no  patent  rights  ; 
while  it  was  possible  for  any  other  chemist  to  apply  the  name 
Vita  Calcium  to  a  similar  preparation,  and  the  defendants 
would  have  no  power  to  stop  them.  The  magistrate  ruled  that 
although  Vita  Calcium  was  undoubtedly  a  medicine,  there  was 
nothing  to  indicate  that  it  was  a  proprietary  medicine. 

United  States 

Commissioned  rank  for  pharmacists. — Five  candidates, 
nominated  for  appointment  under  an  Act  of  Congress  approved 
June  24,  1936,  which  limited  appointments  of  officers  in  the 
Medical  Administrative  Corps  to  graduate  pharmacists,  have 
been  given  their  commissions  (second  lieutenant)  as  the  result 
of  examinations  held  in  December,  1937. 

Cosmetic  building  at  World's  Fair. — The  building  which 
is  to  accommodate  the  cosmetic  industry  in  the  New  York 
World's  Fair,  1939,  will  have  a  large  dome  shaped  like  a  powder 
box  and  covered  with  gold  mirrors.  A  combined  exhibit  of 
the  industry  will  occupy  the  rotunda,  individual  manufacturers 
having  their  own  exhibits  around  this.  Each  exhibitor  will  be 
required  to  take  at  least  120  square  feet  of  space,  and  a  special 
section  will  be  devoted  to  suppliers  of  raw  materials  for  the 
industry.  Bourjois,  Coty,  Chanel  and  Roger  &  Gallet  are 
among  the  names  of  manufacturers  who  are  understood  to  have 
booked  space  already. 

Standardisation  of  pharmaceuticals  display.  —  The 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  had  a  display  demon- 
strating methods  of  standardising  pharmaceutical  products  in 
the  scientific  exhibit  at  the  Indianapolis  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  Decem- 
ber 27  to  30,  1937.  The  display  was  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  C.  O.  Lee  (school  of  pharmacy,  Purdue  University)  with 
the  assistance  of  Dr.  E.  H.  Wirth  and  Mr.  E.  E.  Vicher 
(college  of  pharmacy.  University  of  Illinois).  Samples  of  U.S. P. 
reference  standards  of  cod-liver  oil,  pepsin,  aconite,  stro- 
phanthin,  digitalis,  ergot,  posterior  pituitary,  vitamin  B,,  and 
epinephrine  were  displayed  on  cards  with  appropriate  explana- 
tions of  their  purpose  and  use.  The  relative  bactericidal  values 
of  calomel  ointment,  N.F.  VI,  calomel  ointment  improved 
and  bichloride  of  mercury  were  shown  by  Petri  dish  demon- 
strations. Control  of  precipitation  in  liquid  extracts  was  illus- 
trated on  a  three-panel  background,  each  panel  carrying  four 
tubes  of  the  liquid  extracts  of  rose,  uva  ursi  and  senna,  re- 
spectively, one  sample  being  rpade  from  the  official  drug  and 
the  other  three  from  drug  which  had  previously  been  auto- 
claved  for  thirty  minutes,  at  twenty  pounds  pressure,  one,  two 
or  three  times,  respectively,  on  as  many  days.  Precipitation 
was  shown  to  be  progressively  lessened  by  this  treatment. 
Other  liquid  extracts  of  the  tannin-bearing  drugs  were  displayed 
to  show  natural  precipitation.  Apparatus  and  methods  for 
the  determination  of  volatile  oils  and  moisture  in  drugs  were 
demonstrated,  and  other  apparatus  of  special  use  in  distilla- 
tion processes  displayed. 
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Legal  Reports 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  Cases, — At  Darwen  Police 
Court,  on  March  lo,  Harold  Beardsworth  was  summoned  for 
selling  hair  dye  containing  poison,  without  being  registered. 
The  bench  dismissed  the  case  on  payment  of  costs. 

At  Norwich,  on  March  12,  Lily  Maud  Smith  was  summoned 
for  selling  a  poison  on  unauthorised  premises,  and  for  selling 
it  in  an  unlabelled  container.  A  fine  of  los.  was  imposed  on 
the  first  summons,  and  one  of  5s.  on  the  second  summons. 

Chemist     Wins     Appeal.—  Sheriff   Principal   Sir  A.  C. 

Black  issued  judgment  on  March  11  reversing  the  decision  of 
Sheritf-Substitute  Brown,  who  awarded  £^0  damages  and  ex- 
penses to  Mrs.  Annie  Muir,  in  an  action  against  Mrs.  Arabella 
Stewart,  M.P.S.,  Glasgow  Road,  Blantyre  (C.  &■  D..  Febru- 
ary 5,  p.  152).  The  Sheriff  Principal  finds  that  the  accident 
was  due  to  the  presence  in  a  bottle  of  some  substance  which 
united  with  nitric  acid  and  caused  effervescence.  Defender 
was  unaware  of  this  substance  and  had  no  reason  to  suspect 
its  presence.  He  therefore  finds  that  she  was  not  negligent 
and  dismisses  the  action,  finding  pursuer  liable  to  expenses. 
In  a  note  attached  to  the  judgment,  the  Sheriff  Principal 
explains  that  if  the  pursuer's  argument  that  defender  was 
negligent  was  correct,  no  pharmacist  might  safely  fill  a  bottle 
brought  by  a  customer  with  the  most  innocuous  liquid,  because 
there  might  be  at  the  foot  of  the  bottle  some  residuum  of  a 
dangerous  substance  which  would  affect  the  whole  contents. 
The  matter  raised  a  question  of  importance  to  every  dealer 
placing  a  commodity  in  a  container  brought  by  a  customer. 
No  such  absolute  duty  was  laid  on  the  defender  as  pursuer 
contends.  There  was  no  negligence  on  defender's  part  as  she 
had  no  reason  to  doubt  statement  of  the  person  who  was  pur- 
chasing the  acid.

Monsanto  Chemicals,  Ltd. — The  directors'  report  and 
accounts  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1937,  show  that.

9d.,  making  a  total  of  ,£358, 565  15s.  iid., 
out  of  which  has  been  set  aside  preference  dividends  for  the 
yeai  1937,  less  tax,  ;£i6,568  15s.,  special  development  expen- 
diture during  the  year  written  off  £\2,o2S  3s.  iid.,  special 
appropriation  to  depreciation  and  obsolescence  reserve  £10,000, 
interim  ordinary  dividend  paid  for  the  year  1937,  free  of  tax, 
;£ioo,ooo,  leaving  a  balance  of  ;^2i9,968  17s.,  which  the 
directors  recommend  should  be  carried  forward.  Two 
directors,  Dr.  W.  H.  Garrett  and  Mr.  Arnold  H.  Smith,  retire, 
and  offer  themselves  for  re-election. 

Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd. — The  directors'  report 
and  balance  sheet  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1937,  shows 
a  trading  profit  of  £5^,7^1,  of  which  £^,197  is  transferred  to 
balance  sheet.  With  £g,i'!2,  balance  brought  forward  from 
1936,  the  amount  available  is  £i\2,^bg.  The  directors  recom- 
mend the  following  appropriations:  To  general  reserve, 
/i5,ooo  ;  eighteen  months'  dividend  on  the  6  per  cent,  pre- 
ference shares  (less  tax),  £^16,322,  leaving  a  fjalance  to  be 
carried  forward  of  £11, Oi^"].  Mortgages  and  credit  notes  issued 
to  bankers  have  been  reduced  l)y  ^1,250  and  ,£4,439  respec- 
tively. Mortgage  and  leasehold  redemption  account  is  aug- 
mented bv  £1,821.  The  additions  at  the  Evans  Biological 
Institute,  referred  to  in  last  year's  report,  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  the  new  liuildings  were  formally  opened  on 
October  7.  Messrs.  I.  V.  L.  Fergusson  and  C.  E.  J.  Sendall, 
directors  due  to  retire,  offer  themselves  for  re-election. 


Drugs  in  War  Time 

The  Medical  Research  Council  have  issued  their  report  for 
1936-37  (H.M.  Stationery  Office,  3s.),  and  in  the  introduction 
attention  is  called  to  the  possible  shortage  of  certain  drugs  in 
event  of  war.  It  is  stated  in  regard  to  chemotherapy :  ' '  The 
discovery  and  production  of  chemical  compounds  of  value  in 
this  way,  on  the  other  hand,  has  depended  almost  entirely  on 
German  science  and  industry,  and  still  so  depends.  Add  to  this 
that  the  most  notable  exception  ftryparsamide,  for  sleeping 
sickness)  is  of  American  origin,  and  that  the  best  example  of 
a  natural  product  for  like  purposes  (quinine,  for  malaria)  is 
practically  a  Dutch  monopoly,  and  it  will  be  realised  that  the 
special  needs  of  the  British  Empire  in  this  respect  have  to  be 
met  almost  entirely  from  foreign  sources.  This  is  all  the  more 
remarkable  because  several  fundamental  discoveries  in  chemo- 
therapy have  been  made  in  this  country.  Thomas  and  Breinl 
in  1904  first  demonstrated  the  trypanocidal  action  of  an  organic 
arsenical  compound  (atoxyl).  Similarly,  Plimmer  and  Thomson 
in  1907  oiscovered  the  trypanocidal  action  of  tartar  emetic,  and 
the  value  of  this  drug  in  bilharziasis  was  established  by  British 
workers.  In  all  these  cases  the  original  discoveries  initiated 
intensive  researches  for  compounds  superior  to  the  original  sub- 
stances, but  this  work  was  carried  out  abroad  and  hence  these 
branches  of  therapy  have  passed  into  foreign  hands.  These 
examples  show  that  British  chemists  and  pharmacologists  have 
played  a  distinguished  part  in  opening  up  new  fields  in  chemo- 
therapy, and  there  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  they  will  be 
equally  successful  in  developing  such  fields  as  soon  as  the 
opportunities  for  organised  research  on  these  problems  are 
provided.  Were  the  matter  only  one  of  prestige,  the  situation 
would  be  serious  enough,  but  the  financial  aspect  is  also  of 
much  importance.  Foreign  finns  have  built  up  large  organisa- 
tions and  have  spent  large  sums  of  m>mey  to  advance  this 
aspect  of  therapeutics.  They  naturally,  therefore,  expect  to 
derive  substantial  profit  from  any  practical  discoveries.  Not 
only  do  they  take  out  comprehensive  patents  to  cover  these 
chemical  agents,  but  they  do  not  as  a  rule  grant,  licences  for 
manufacture  in  this  country:  in  case  of  war,  therefore,  the 
British  Empire  might  be  deprived  of  essential  drugs,  as  in  the 
case  of  salvarsan  compounds  in  1914.  There  is  accordingly 
great  need  for  further  research  in  Great  Britain.  A  grant-in-aid 
of  £195,000  was  provided  bv  Parliament  for  the  expenditure  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council  during  the  present  financial  year. 
This  was  greater  by  £30,000  than  the  amount  in  the  year  before, 
the  difference  representing  special  provision  made  for  the 
development  of  research  work  in  chemotherapy. 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

Council  Meeting 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  was  held  on  March  8,  the  president  (Mr. 
B.  P.  Hickey)  in  the  chair.  Other  members  of  the  Council

Flood.  Apologies  for  inability  to  attend  were  received  from 
Mr.  P.  J.  Fielding  and  Mr.  M.  J.  Parkes. 

Illegal  Use  of  Title  M.P.S.I. 

The  law  adviser  (Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor)  reported  that  legal 
proceedings  had  been  begun  against  five  persons  who  were 
using  the  title  "  M.P.S.I."  illegally  and  without  any  autho- 
risation from  the  Society.  In  all  cases  the  persons  concerned 
paid  the  law  costs  and  expenses  involved  and  took  steps  to 
regularise  their  positions. 

The  Council  approved  of  the  action  taken,  and  intimated 
that  the  unauthorised  use  of  the  title  "  M.P.S.I."  by  persons 
who  were  not  in  fact  members  of  the  Society  would  not  be 
tolerated  under  any  circumstances.

Examiners  Re-elected 

On  the  proposition  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Cahill,  Professor  Bayley-Butler  was  re-elected  examiner  in 
botany  and  materia  medica  to  the  Licence  examination  for  ihe 
year  ending  February  i,  1939.  Mr.  M.  J.  O'Callaghan  and 
Dr.  John  J.  Mackey  were  re-elected  examiners  to  the 
Assistants'  examination  for  the  year  ending  February  i,  1939. 

The  Registrar,  commending  on  the  new  publication  "  Acts 
Regulating  the  Sale  of  Poisons  and  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy," 
which  has  just  been  issued  by  the  Society,  and  is  supplied 
bound  in  red  cloth  and  selling  at  five  shillings,  mentioned  that 
this  publication,  which  was  to  be  circulated  free  to  members 


of  the  Society,  would  not  be  issued  annually.  Chemists  should 
therefore  preserve  their  copies  carefully.  At  the  end  of  the 
publication  some  blank  pages  were  inserted  on  which  any  new 
changes  in  the  Poisons  Regulations  could  be  inserted. 

Mr.  Brooke-Kelly  said  the  publication  was  a  very  useful 
book  indeed.  It  was  time  that  they  had  these  regulations 
issued  separately  from  the  Calendar.  Looking  through  the 
book  he  noticed  that  the  recent  regulations  under  the  D.D.A. 
were  very  well  arranged.  The  last  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  and 
the  statutory  rules  and  orders  made  in  1937  were  also  included. 
He  considered  that  no  chemist  who  wished  to  keep  within  the 
law  should  be  without  this  excellent  publication.  Every  phar- 
macist should  have  it  in  a  prominent  position  on  his  bookcase 
where  it  could  easily  be  referred  to.  There  were  some  loose-leaf 
pages  at  the  back  of  the  book  which  would  prove  very  useful 
for  noting  any  changes  made  in  the  regulations.  Altogether 
he  thought  the  publication  would  do  a  lot  of  good  amongst 
the  profession,  and  the  Registrar  deserved  great  credit  for  the 
way  in  which  he  had  compiled  it. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  said  he  could  not  add  anything  to  the 
tribute  paid  to  the  publication  by  Mr.  Brooke-Kelly  except  to 
say  that  it  was  a  credit  to  the  Registrar,  who  was  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  placing  in  the  hands  of  their  members  such  a 
useful  and  concise  work  on  poisons  and  pharmacy  law.  He 
was  sure  in  the  course  of  time  it  would  become  a  classic 
amongst  their  students.  Already  they  had  collected  forty- 
seven  shillings  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  for  the  summary  of 
the  Poisons  Law  sold  to  tihe  students  at  one  shilling  each. 
Great  credit  was  due  to  Mr.  Kerr  for  the  way  he  turned  out 
his  up-to-date  work  on  poisons  law.

New  Books 

Muldoon,  Hugh  C,  D.Sc. — Pharmaceutical  Latin  and  Pre- 
scription Writing  and  Interpretation.  8-J  in.  by  5^-  in.  Pp. 
232.  8s.  6d.  Chapman  &  Hall,  Ltd.  11  Henrietta  Street, 
Covent  Garden,  London,  W.C.2.  [This  is  the  third  edition  of 
the  book  by  Dr.  Muldoon,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
Duquesne  University.  It  follows  on  the  pubhcation  of  new 
editions  of  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia,  the  National  Formulary 
and  "  the  wide  use  by  physicians  of  a  large  and  ever  increasing 
number  of  important  non-official  remedies."  The  inclusion  of 
optional  exercises  at  the  end  of  each  chapter,  a  new  feature, 
may  be  used  either  for  unsupervised  practice  or  for  class  dis- 
cussion. A  list  of  simple  definitions  of  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations has  been  added  to  the  Appendix.  Although  primanly 
a  book  for  American  usage,  the  student  who  takes  his  phar- 
maceutical Latin  seriously  will  find  this  concise  yet  comprehen- 
sive work  a  valual)le  aid,  especially  as  regards  acquiring  a 
vocabulary.] 

Hall,  S.  B.,  William,  T.— Analytical  Chemistry  (Qualitative 
Analysis,  Vol.  I).  9  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.  630.  22s.  6d.  Chapman 
&  Hall,  Ltd.,  II  Henrietta  Street,  London,  W.C.2.  This  is 
the  gth  edition,  of  the  translation  and  revision,  made  by 
Associate  Professor  Hall,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, and  based  on  the  German  text  of  "  Analytical 
Chemistry,"  by  Professor  Tread  well.  Polytechnic  Institute  of 
Zurich.  [There  have  been  many  changes  made  in  this  impor- 
tant authoritative  work.  Part  I,  dealing  with  the  principles 
on  which  analytical  chemistry  is  based,  has  been  practically 
rewritten,  and  Part  II  has  undergone  rearrangement.  Arnong 
the  new  material  introduced  is  a  procedure  for  semi-micro- 
chemical  analysis.  Spectroscopic  analysis  is  now  considered 
to  be  beyond  the  scope  of  this  work  as  a  result  of  the  remark- 
able developments  during  recent  years.  A  single  scheme  of 
analysis  of  each  group  of  cations  is  now  recommended  for  the 
benefit  of  the  beginner.] 
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Mr.  Franklin 

Pharmaceutical  problems  were  the  subject  of  an  address 
by  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  (a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council)  at  a  supper  and  meeting  of  the  Birkenhead 
and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  on  March  9,  when  the 
president  (Mr.  P.  Grant)  was  in  the  chair,  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Wallis 
(another  Council  member)  was  present.  Mr.  Franklin  explained 
how  he,  a  wholesaler,  came  to  be  co-opted  to  the  Society's 
Council.  He  understood  that  members  of  Council  found  it 
difficult  to  get  a  subject  for  addresses.  There  was  no  big  thing 
on  at  present,  and  so  they  had  only  the  minor  things  to  talk 
about.  Since  he  had  been  on  the  Council,  both  he  and  Mr. 
Wallis  had  tried  to  get  fuller  accounts  of  the  work  of  the 
,  Council.  At  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  dinner  Mr.  Rae  talked 
about  the  "  hush-hush  "  policy  of  the  Council.  He  did  not 
think  that  was  quite  correct,  but  they  were  trying  to  let  the 
chemists  know  more  of  what  was  going  on.  He  was  going  to 
mention  that  night  the  things  which  had  been  done  whilst  he 
had  been  on  the  Council.  The  first  was  the  Methylated  Spirits 
(Scotland)  Bill.  They  hoped  it  would  never  come  to  England. 
Scottish  pharmacists  had  tried  to  get  amendments,  but  could 
not.  The  Society  took  the  matter  in  hand  almost  at  the  last 
moment — and  when  he  said  "  the  Society  "  he  meant  the  per- 
manent officials.  As  a  result  a  number  of  amendments  were  se- 
cured in  the  Bill,  making  it  more  or  less  acceptable  to  Scottish 
pharmacists.  That  result  was  largely  due  to  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  the  fact  that  they  had  their  own 
Statutory  Committee.  They  had  on  the  Council  three  distin- 
guished men  who  have  been  nominated  by  the  Government, 
they  were  constantly  in  touch  with  Government  departments, 
and  if  the  time  came  to  prosecute  a  Bill  in  Parliament  they 
would  get  more  assistance  than  ever  before.  Another  Bill 
which  had  been  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  was  the 
Hairdressers'  Bill.  The  Society  secured  amendments  in  this 
also. 

Memorandum  to  Home  Office 

They  had  sent  a  memorandum  also  to  the  Home  Office 
suggesting  a  simplification  of  the  Poisons  Rules,  especially  to 
clarify  the  position  with  regard  to  doctors  ordering  drugs  over 
the  telephone  with  a  promise  to  send  an  order.  This  kind  of 
thing  was  rampant  in  the  South,  where  pharmacists  often  re- 
ceived a  telephone  message  to  supply  drugs  without  any  order. 
Another  important  thing  was  that  they  made  inquiries  to  see 
whether  the  more  stringent  regulations  were  stopping  the  supply 
of  qualified  chemists.  The  inquiry  brought  out  that  up  to  the 
outbreak  of  war  in  1914  the  figures  were  satisfactory.  They 
remained  satisfactory  up  to  1919,  but  in  1919-20  there  was  an 
influx  of  6,400  persons  into  pharmacy.  It  was  perfectly  clear, 
he  said,  that  all  they  wanted  was  400  or  500  each  year.  The 
effect  of  that  enormous  increase  was  shown  in  the  number  of 
pharmacies  opened  (almost  3,000  in  seven  years).  They  would 
have  to  decide  whether  they  were  going  to  put  into  a  Bill  the 
limitation  of  pharmacists  and  pharmacies.  Personally,  he 
saw  nothing  else  for  it.  He  drew  their  attention  to  the  principle 
involved  in  a  recent  appeal  case.  The  coui;t  decided  that 
premises  where  the  sale  of  proprietary  medicines  took  place 
must  be  under  the  control  of  a  pharmacist  if  drugs  were  sold. 
The  Council  was  considering  carefully  the  implications  of  that 
judgment,  and  he  might  almost  say  the  matter  was  sub  judice 
at  the  moment.  Another  thing  they  had  in  mind  was  the 
formation  of  a  trust  fund.  The  Society  had  a  School  of  Phar- 
macy, which  cost  a  lot  of  money,  also  a  pharmacological 
laboratory,  museum  and  library,  etc.,  and  it  was  quite  feasible 
that  they  could  get  a  reduction  of  income  tax  on  what  were 
called  "charities,"  under  which  head  these  activities  came. 
The  reduction,  he  said,  would  run  into  four  figures  in  the  first 
year,  and  that  was  going  to  be  acceptable,  because  he  was  not 
optimistic  about  the  finances.  The  Society's  inspectors  had 
been  collecting  samples  of  spirits  of  salts  and  ammonia,  pur- 
chased at  shops  of  listed  sellers.  They  had  had  difficulty  in 
getting  spirits  of  salts.  The  result  of  their  activities  showed 
that  one-third  of  the  spirits  of  salts  samples  were  incorrectly 
labelled  or  packed.  In  regard  to  ammonia,  59  per  cent,  were 
incorrectly  labelled  or  packed.  These  particulars  had  been 
sent  on  to  the  Home  Office.  He  hoped  the  Home  Office  would 
stir  up  local  authorities  to  do  their  work.  That  was  im- 
portant, because  pharmacists  were  subject  to  statutory  in- 
spection, and  it  was  not  right  that  at  the  same  time  other  people 
should  not  be. 
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Speaks  Out 

Representation  in  Parliament 

Dealing  with  the  question  of  parliamentary  representation,  he 
challenged  the  statement  of  a  recent  speaker  that  pharmacists 
could  not  afiord  to  put  a  member  in  Parliament.  They  cer- 
tainly could  afford  it.  If  each  member  contributed  only  a 
shilling  a  year  they  would  have  a  fund  of  £1,200,  and  from 
this  they  could  aflord  to  pay  a  member  ^700  a  year  and  could 
give  him  ;^200  for  his  expenses  in  his  constituency.  They 
certainly  had  help  over  the  Scottish  Bill,  but  they  wanted  a 
member  in  the  House  of  Commons  all  the  time  for  the  work  he 
could  do  for  them  there  day  in  and  day  out.  They  wanted  a 
pharmacist,  and  preferably  a  man  who  did  some  political  work 
in  his  own  district.  That  was  his  view  in  regard  to  parlia- 
mentary representation.  They  could  do  it  for  a  farthing  per 
week  per  member.  A  Pharmacy  Bill  would  naturally  be  the 
result  of  the  committee  of  inquiry  which  was  sitting.  It 
seemed  to  him  they  would  have  to  decide  whether  they  were 
going  to  have  a  Pharmacy  Bill.  His  opinion  was  that  it  was 
no  use  having  a  Pharmacy  Bill  for  just  one  subject,  but  they 
could  have  an  "omnibus  "  Bill.  Should  they  have  dispensing 
for  the  pharmacist  in  it?  Personally,  he  thought  they  should 
leave  that  alone.  They  were  going  to  have  the  school  children 
shortly,  and  they  were  sure  to  get  the  black-coated  workers  and 
later  there  would  probably  come  an  extension  to  cover  the 
dependants  of  insured  persons.  That  was  going  to  give  them 
most  of  the  population  under  N.H.I. ,  and  there  would  be  little 
inducement  to  the  medical  profession  to  do  dispensing.  When 
they  had  got  thirty  million  out  of  forty  million  of  the  popu- 
lace to  deal  with,  they  would  realise  that  it  was  not  worth 
while.  They  would  also  have  to  decide  whether  they  were 
going  to  have  the  limitation  of  pharmacists  and  pharmacies  if 
they  were  going  to  have  a  Bill.  The  speaker  dealt  with  a  num- 
ber of  matters  which  would  have  to  be  decided  in  connexion 
with  an  "  omnibus  "  bill.  Referring  to  the  Benevolent  Fund, 
Mr.  Franklin  congratulated  Birkenhead  on  subscribing  5s.  4d. 
per  head  for  the  past  year.  A  most  important  matter  in  con- 
nexion with  the  Fund  was  that  the  War  Auxiliary  Fund  was 

petering  out."  The  bulk  of  those  benefiting  could  go  on  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund,  but  the  Society  would  need  another 
;^i,ooo  a  year  to  help  them.

Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

East  Suffolk. — The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee 
investigated  four  cases  of  alleged  inaccurate  dispensing  during 
1937.  In  one  instance,  no  further  action  was  taken  ;  in  another 
the  chemist  was  cautioned  ;  and  in  a  third  a  penalty  of  £1 
was  imposed.  No  decision  is  reported  to  have  been  received 
regarding  a  recommendation  that  ^3  be  withheld  from  the 
chemist  concerned  in  the  fourth  investigation, 

Liverpool. — At  a  meeting  on  March  4  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee gave  general  approval  to  a  committee  report  from  the 
National  Association  of  Insurance  Committees  on  the  proposed 
consultant  and  specialist  service.  The  proposals,  which  are 
the  result  of  deliberations  by  representatives  of  approved  socie- 
ties, insurance  committees,  and  the  medical  profession,  are  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Nottingham. — During  the  last  eight  years  insured  persons 
in  the  county  increased  by  23,791  to  189,841,  chemists  on 
the  committee's  list  from  129  to  157.  The  number  of  prescrip- 
tions dispensed  during  this  time  was  4,527,100,  the  figure  rising 
from  506,000  in  1930  to  628,000  in  1937.  The  total  amount 
paid  by  the  committee  was  ^794, 382.  The  cost  of  insulin 
supplied  on  3,437  prescriptions  was  £']^f)  and  of  vaccines  and 
serums  on  179  prescriptions,  ;^58.

While  it  is  not  expected  that  every  reader  will  agree  with 
the  application  of  the  description  given  above  to  the 
perfumery  and  cosmetic  department  of  pharmacy,  yet  we 
are  confident  that,  if  it  were  possible  to  hold  a  plebiscite, 
the  majority  would  be  in  favour.  In  this  issue,  particular 
attention  is  directed  to  the  perfumery  and  cosmetic  branch 
of  the  drug  trade.  So  far  as  the  manufacturing  side  is 
concerned,  the  perfume  industry,  with  regard  to  natural 
products,  is,  as  will  be  seen,  very  much  alive  in  France, 
despite  the  inroads  made  by  synthetic  perfume  substances. 
There  are  monographs  on  and  illustrations  of  some  out- 
standing firms  in  Grasse,  and  to  those  who  are  attracted  by 
coincidences  (who  is  not  ?),  the  retrospect  which  appears 
on  the  last  editorial  page  has  a  special  interest  in  that  it 
consists  of  an  extract  from  an  article  on  Grasse  published 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  almost  to  the  day  fifty 
years  ago.  The  present-day  position  of  Bulgarian  rose  oil, 
which  is  also  the  subject  of  an  informative  article,  will 
no  doubt  be  read  with  interest.  Something  new  has  been 
attempted  in  the  compilation  of  a  brief  history  concerning 
shaving  appliances,  starting  with  the  hollow-ground  razor 
and  concluding  with  the  most  modern  method  of  removing 
the  beard,  namely,  by  means  of  the  electric  shaver. 
Mr.  Herbert  Skinner  provides  an  interesting  dissertation  on 
cosmetics  in  America  with  the  advantage  that  it  is  first- 
hand information.  A  compaiatively  new  industry,  namely, 
that  concerned  with  Californian  avocado  pear  oil,  is  fully 
described  and  illustrated.  The  formulas  given  in  the  article 
commend  themselves  for  experiment.  A  note  on  lavandin, 
the  hybrid  lavender  product,  is  authoritative.  In  a  note 
on  modern  tooth  pastes,  the  U.S.A.  Government's  specifica- 
tion tooth  paste  standard  is  given,  and  while  no  such 
standard  has  been  established  in  this  country,  it  can  be 
assumed  that  the  majority  of  well-known  dentifrices  would 
have  no  difficulty  in  meeting  the  requirements.  An  un- 
familiar association  of  Boyle  the  chemist  with  cosmetics  is 
discussed  in  an  editorial  article  overleaf. 


Harrison  and  Proprietary  Medicines 

It  was  fitting  that  Mr.  F.  W.  Gamble,  Ph.C,  Harrison  memo- 
rial lecturer  at  the  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  held  in  London  last  week  (C.6-  D.,  March  12,  p.  295) 
should  deal  particularly  with  Harrison's  association  with 
proprietary  medicines,  for  it  was  on  his  work  in  investigating 
on  behalf  of  the  British  Medical  Association  upon  secret 
and  proprietary  medicines  that  Harrison's  peace-time 
reputation  was  founded.  Mr.  Gamble's  lecture,  however, 
is  notable  because  he  criticised  the  trade  in  proprietary 
medicines  from  an  angle  which  is  uncommon.  While  he 
neither  condemned  nor  praised  proprietary  medicines  as 
such,  he  did  in  effect  put  forward  a  plea  for  a  saner  outlook 
upon  the  entire  trade  in  proprietary  medicinal  articles. 
There  are  two  attitudes  usually  adopted  in  regard  to 
medicines  of  this  type,  namely,  that  on  the  one  hand  they 
should  be  prohibited  entirely  and  on  the  other  that  thev 
should  be  more  heavily  taxed  than  they  are  at  present. 
Mr.  Gamble,  in  his  lecture,  leant  neither  towards  the  one 
nor  the  other.  He  dealt  with  facts  which  are  more  impor- 
tant than  the  views  of  professional  individuals,  however 
eminent  they  may  be.  The  facts  are  that  since  Harrison's 
day  the  whole  trade  in  proprietary  medicines  has  undergone 
almost  an  entire  revolution.  There  is  little  chance  for 
"  quack  "  medicines  to-day,  and  manufacturers,  far  from 
pretending  their  remedies  are  secret  remedies,  disclaim 
the  formula  and  sell  under  a  trade  mark  which  represents 
a  certain  standard  of  quality  which  must  be  maintained. 

In  considering  proprietary  medicines,  it  was  obviously 
desirable  that  something  should  be  said  of  the  proprietary 
articles  advertised  to  the  medical  profession.  The  lecturer 
pointed  out  that  the  only  way  in  which  busy  practitioners 
could  easily  learn  about  advances  in  treatment  was  by 
means  of  literature  published  by  manufacturers  of  pro- 
prietary articles.  Further,  this  method  was  used  not  only 
in  this  country,  but  in  others.  Many  proprietary  articles 
well  known  in  pharmacy  to-day  owed  their  origin  to  phar- 
macists, some  of  whom  Mr.  Gamble  mentioned.  With 
regard  to  the  control  of  proprietary  medicines,  the  scheme 
operated  by  the  American  Medical  Association  was  quoted 
as  an  example  for  the  British  Medical  Association  in  this 
country,  yet  as  it  was  pointed  out  the  system  did  not 
prevent  loss  of  lives  in  the  United  States  through  the  use 
of  an  elixir  of  sulphanilamide  containing  diethylene  glycol 
as  a  solvent  (C.  &-  D.,  November  27,  1937,  p.  631). 

Reverting  to  the  question  of  medicines  stamp  duty,  the 
majority  of  thinking  people  will  agree  with  the  inference 
from  Mr.  Gamble's  remarks,  that  medicines  stamp  duty 
is  an  anachronism  and  should  be  abolished  in  favour  of  a 
general  sales  tax,  if  it  is  decided  to  tax  any  particular 
article  at  all.  This  matter  has  on  previous  occasions  been 
referred  to  in  these  columns  and  in  expressing  the  view  that 
it  is  highly  improper  that  medicinal  substances  should  be 
singled  out  as  subjects  for  special  taxation,  Mr.  Gamble 
will  undoubtedly  be  sure  of  a  numerous  following.  On  the 
other  matters  dealt  with  by  Mr.  Gamble,  notably  the 
ludicrous  arrangement  of  payment  made  to  chemists  for 
National  Health  Insurance  and  the  future  trend  of  phar- 
macy, no  comment  is  needed  except  to  say  that  they  can 
be  read  with  advantage  as  a  pleasant  change  from  the 
stereotyped  addresses  to  which  chemists  have  become 
accustomed.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  trade  is  not  privi- 
leged to  hear  more  frequently  similar  pronouncements 
from  those  who  can  speak  with  knowledge,  breadth  of  \  ision, 
and  without  prejudice. 
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Zanzibar  Clove  Industry 

The  report  for  the  quarter  ended  December  31,  1937,  and 
export  returns  for  recent  years,  issued  by  the  Zanzibar 
Clove  Growers'  Association  show  that  the  chief  industry  of 
the  Protectorate  is  passing  through  a  critical  period. 
During  1937  'the  exports  of  the  spice  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately 6,056  tons,  compared  with  about  10,264  tons  in 
1936.  The  stocks  on  hand  at  December  31,  1937,  stated 
to  have  amounted  to  no  less  than  12,012  tons,  which  is 
approximately  twice  the  quantity  shipped  in  1937.  Actually, 
the  stocks  represent  a  normal  year's  sales.  One  of  the  chief 
causes  of  the  failure  of  the  1937  export  sales  was  the  boycott 
of  the  commodity  by  the  Indian  merchants  in  Zanzibar, 
supported  by  the  Congress  Party  in  India.  This  opposition 
is  still  active.  The  average  shipments  to  India  are  about 
70,000  cwt. ;  in  1937  they  totalled  only  14,624  cwt.  The 
position  has  been  aggravated  by  the  general  falling-off  in 
world  buying,  particularly  in  the  Dutch  East  Indies.  Export 
figures  for  the  past  three  years  are  given  on  p.  354.  With 
the  market  overburdened  with  stocks,  prices,  despite  the 
fact  that  they  are  controlled  by  the  Price  Advisory  Com- 
mittee in  the  Island,  have  declined;  in  an  unrestricted 
market  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  depreciation  in  values 
would  have  been  much  more  serious.  The  C.G.A.  state 
"  .  .  .  the  Association  will  release  only  such  stocks  as  the 
world  markets  demand  and  call  for  from  time  to  time. 
There  is  no  reason  to  believe  current  export  quotations 
will  not  be  maintained."  With  stocks  accumulating  and 
the  outlook  not  promising  it  is  somewhat  doubtful  if  this 
statement  will  convince  world  buyers  that  their  policy 
of  buying  from  "  hand-to-mouth  "  is  not  a  necessary 
precaution. 

The  hard  economic  facts  have  to  be  faced  and  the  present 
trend  of  affairs  in  the  industry,  if  allowed  to  continue, 
may  ultimately  lead  to  chaos  and  financial  loss.  We  are  not 
suggesting  that  the  1937  legislation  and  the  policy  of  the 
C.G.A.  are  wrong  and  impracticable ;  neither  do  we  incline 
to  the  opinion  that  the  Indian  boycott  is  entirely  justified. 
It  does,  however,  seem  that  the  trouble  is  due  partly 
to  a  lack  of  tactful  handling  of  the  initial  stages  which  led 
up  to  the  rationalisation  of  the  industry,  and  since  that 
time  the  attitude  of  the  C.G.A.  has  not  been  particularly 
conducive  to  a  move  towards  reconciliation  with  the  Indian 
interests.  The  producer  of  an  article  is  not  in  a  sound 
position  if,  even  for  perfectly  good  reasons,  he  sets  up  con- 
ditions of  sale  which,  possibly  somewhat  unreasonably, 
some  of  his  former  buyers  resent. 

The  main  point  to  be  considered,  however,  is  the  welfare 
of  this  important  industry  of  the  Protectorate.  At  the 
moment  there  are  no  signs  of  either  side,  the  growers  or 
the  Indian  merchants,  capitulating,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  dispute  will  not  be  continued  to  that  extreme. 
Efforts  should  be  made  to  bring  the  conflicting  interests 
together  and  negotiations  for  a  settlement  should  be 
persisted  in  until  they  succeed. 

Boyle's  Contribution  to  Cosmetics 

The  range  of  Robert  Boyle's  research  was  not  limited  to 
chemistry  and  physics,  though  his  name  is  chiefly  associated 
with  these  services  ;  he  was,  for  instance,  the  recipient  of  a 
doctorate  in  medicine  from  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  some- 
times accompanied  Sydenham  on  visits  to  patients.  His  book 
entitled  "  Some  Considerations  Touching  the  Usefulness  of 
Natural  Philosophy,"  published  in  1663-71,  contains  a  section 


that  to  all  intents  and  purposes  is  a  medical  treatise  ;  and  Boyle 
was  in  advance  of  his  time  in  favouring  single  substances, 
such  as  essence  of  hartshorn,  in  preference  to  those  composed 
of  a  multiplicity  of  ingredients.  The  same  simplification  is 
evident  in  a  passing  reference  (possibly  his  only  reference)  to 
cosmetics.  On  p.  19  of  Part  II,  Section  II,  of  this  book  he 
writes :  — • 

"  .  .  .  .  the  same  spirit  of  Wine  that  serves  the  Physician 
to  make  Tinctures  and  Extracts  for  the  Recovery  of  Health, 
may  serve  the  Ladies  to  dissolve  Benjamin  into  a  tincted 
Liquor,  that  diluted  with  fair  Water  may  be  us'd  as  a 
Cosmetick,  which  I  have  received  many  thanks  for.  ..." 

This  quotation  appears  to  indicate  that  Boyle  originated 
simple  tincture  of  benzoin.  As  is  well  known — indeed,  the 
fact  is  mentioned  in  this  very  book — interested  people  helped 
themselves  to  his  observations  and  processes  without  acknow- 
ledgment. There  is,  however,  a  rival  claimant  for  priority, 
Nicholas  le  Febure,  "  Royal  Professor  of  Chymistry  to  his 
Majesty  of  England,  and  Apothecary  in  Ordinary  to  His 
Honourable  Household,"  whose  "Compendious  Body  of 
Chymistry"  was  published  in  1664.  On  p.  63  of  Part  11, 
Book  II,  this  author  gives  a  recipe  for  a  tincture  made  from 
"  benjamin  §ij.  and  "  Alkohol  "  of  wine  Jvj.,  and  after  com- 
menting that  the  product  is  hardly  a  tincture  but  more 
properly  a  ' '  dissolution  ' '  adds  :  — 

"  Outwardly  applyed,  it  is  a  wonderful  Cosmetick,  clens- 

ing  the    skin  both   of  the  hands  and  face   beyond  any 

other.  .  .  ." 

Directions  for  applying  the  tincture,  for  its  internal  use, 
and  for  the  incorporation  of  purified  gum  benzoin  in  washiiig 
balls  are  also  given.  The  fact  that  le  Febure's  book  came 
from  the  press  a  few  years  before  the  latter  part  of  Boyle's 
is  not  conclusive  evidence  ;  for  Boyle,  in  his  "  Preamble,"  men- 
tions that  this  section  of  his  treatise  had  been  in  readiness  for 
some  time  but,  for  reasons  given,  could  not  be  put  to  press. 
Pechey  in  1694  ("The  Compleat  Herbal  of  Physical  Plants" 
and  Salmon  in  1696  ("  The  Family-Dictionary  .  .  .  ")  both 
give  a  compound  tincture  of  benzoin  containing  storax  and,  as 
an  optional  addition,  balsam  of  Peru.  Salmon  amplifies  his 
reference  to  this  preparation  as  a  cosmetic  by  asserting  that 
it  is  "  an  excellent  Wash  to  take  away  Spots  or  any  Deformi- 
ties," and  that  when  mixed  with  water  in  the  proportion  of 
1  drachm  in  4  oz.  it  is  known  as  "  Lac  Virginis,  Virgins  Mille  " 
by  "the  Beautifiers."  It  will  be  noticed  that,  true  to  his 
principles,  Boyle  suggests  the  solution  of  the  benzoin  in  alcohol 
without  further  elaboration,  and  with  scientific  caution  calls 
it  "  a  tincted  Liquor." 


Parliamentary  News 

CoD-LivER  Oil  Imports 

Mr.  R.  Gibson  asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on 
March  14  what  were  the  imports  of  cod-liver  oil  from  Norway 
for  the  years  1929  and  1937  ;  and  whether  he  has  any  statement 
to  make  thereon  ? 

Captain  Wallace :  Total  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  of 
cod-liver  oil  consigned  from  Norway  amounted  to  1,894  tons 
during  1929  and  to  383  tons  during  1937.  Since  the  duty  of 
IS.  4a.  per  gallon  was  imposed  on  foreign  cod-liver  oil  under 
the  Ottawa  Agreements  Acts,  1932,  imports  from  Newfound- 
land have  increased  and  there  has  been  a  substantial  develop- 
ment of  United  Kingdom  production. 

Air  Mails 

Major  Tryon,  on  March  14,  in  response  to  a  question  regard- 
ing tlie  increase  in  the  total  cost  of  postage  experienced  by 
certain  firms  as  a  result  of  the  Empire  air-mail  scheme  ;  and 
whether  he  will  offer  alternative  facilities  at  cheaper  rates  for 
letters  that  are  not  urgent,  said  the  scheme  is  based  on  the 
plan  of  having  all  first-class  mails  sent  by  air,  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  reduction  on  mails  sent  by  air  is  from  6d.  to 
i-|d.,  and  that  the  mails  go  faster  by  air. 
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TO-DAY,  as  for  centuries,  the  town  of  Grasse  stands  i^re- 
eminent  in  the  world  of  perfumery.  Pride  of  place 
is — must  be — conceded  to  it  in  London,  Leipzig,  New 
York  or  any  other  centre  of  the  industry.  Its  wares  are  used 
wherever  perfumes  are  made  and  the  titles  of  its  leading  manu- 
facturers are  famous  names.  The  leadership  of  Grasse  is  due 
both  to  the  favours  of  nature  and  to  the  acumen  of  its  citi- 
zens. Situated  at  little  more  than  ten  miles  from  Cannes, 
noted  health  resort  of  the  French  Riviera,  the  town  occupies 
a  natural  amphitheatre  some  i,ioo  feet  above  and  sloping 
towards  the  Mediterranean.  Within  an  area  of  thirty  odd 
square  miles  are  cultivated  under  a  kindly  sun  acres  of  ex- 
quisite blossoms  of  rose  and  jonquil,  jasmin  and  orange 
So  richly  endowed,  Grasse,  rather  than  Paris  (whose 
court  perfumers  had  previously  set  the  standard  in  perfumes 
as  to-day  her  dress  designers  dictate  in  the  world  of  fashion), 
became  the  focus  of  the  industry  as  far  back  as  the  sixteenth 
century.  By  1700  some  thirty  perfumers  had  established  them- 
selves in  the  town,  extracting  and  blending  essences  of  the  local 
flowers.  Some  quarter  of  a  century  later  the  perfumers  of 
Grasse  were  united  in  an  active  guild  to  protect  their  trade 
interests.  One,  at  least,  of  the  famous  Grasse  names  of  to- 
day can  boast  an  uninterrupted  history  dating  back  to  within 
fifty  years  of  the  formation  of  this  guild.  Yet  if  nature  alone 
had  been  the  determining  factor  in  the  industrial  success  of 
Grasse,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  town's  position  would  have 
been  so  strongly  maintained  after  the  commercial  elaboration 
of  synthetics,  in  our  own  times,  had  caused  so  fundamental  a 
change  in  the  industry.  That  the  wealth  and  importance  of 
Grasse  became  more  firmly  entrenched  than  ever  must  be 
attributed  to  the  accumulated  knowledge  of  its  technicians 
and  the  resource  and  enterprise  of  its  industrialists.  The 
advent  of  synthetics  was  converted  into  a  new  opportunity 
for  expansion.  To-day,  the  Grasse  factories  are  kept  per- 
petually busy.  The  harvesting  of  natural  flowers  alone 
occupies  a  large  part  of  the  year — March  and  April  see  the 
gathering  of  violets  and  jonquils  ;  May  and  June  of  roses 
and  orange  blossom  ;  June  and  July  of  thyme  and  rosemary  ; 
August  and  September  of  jasmin  and  tuberose  and  lavender. 
At  all  times  perfume  material  from  all  over  the  world  comes 
in  for  extraction  in  a  variety  of  ways  adapted  to  the  nature 
of  the  material  and  its  constituents.  There  follows  a  brief 
account  of  some  representative  manufacturers  whose  head- 
quarters are  in  Grasse,  with  details  of  products  in  which  they 
have  specialised. 


Charabot  et  Cie 

Tlie  organisation  of  Charabot  et  Cie  is  over  a  hundred  years 
old,  since  its  foundation  under  the  style  Hugues  Aine  dates 
back  to  1817.  Several  generations  of  the  same  family  suc- 
ceeded one  another  in  the  business,  handing  down  without 
interruption  commercial  principles  and  traditions  which  have 
established  a  good  reputation  for  the  firm.  In  1909  the  pro- 
prietor, M.  Antoine  Ferrand,  son-in-law  of  one  of  the  direct 
descendants  of  the  founder,  called  in  his  competitor  M. 
Eugene  Charabot  as  associate.  M.  Charabot  had  placed  himself 
in  the  forefront  of  the  French  scientific  world.  As  a  chemist 
specialising  in  the  study  of  perfume  materials,  he  had  added 
new  chapters  to  the  existing  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  his 
work  and  studies  have  subsequently  earned  him  the  honour  of 
membership  of  the  Academy  of  Agriculture.  His  discoveries, 
judiciously  applied  and  speedily  adapted  to  industrial  practice, 
have  not  failed  to  impart  an  impetus  to  the  fortunes  of  the 
firm  Charabot  et  Cie.  Under  such  an  expanding  influence,  the 
Charabot  factories  were  bound  to  require  enlargement,  and 
their  organisation  has  been  constantly  augmented  and  per- 
fected. At  the  present  time  the  works  occupy  more  than  three 
hectares  (about  seven-and-a-half  acres)  in  an  unrivalled  posi- 
tion. Two  years  ago  M.  Charabot  was  stricken  with  illness. 
He  struggled  against  it,  but  finally  the  disease  got  the  better  of 
his  robust  constitution  and  strong  resistance,  and  as  at  the  out- 
set he  had  realised  that  his  illness  must  be  of  long  duration,  it 
was  a  point  of  honour  with  him  that  he  should  resign  his  posi- 
tion as  member  of  the  Senate.  He  also  yielded  his  place  at 
the  head  of  Charabot  et  Cie  to  M.  Klaguine,  a  Paris  indus- 
trialist, experienced  in  international  commerce.  M.  Charabot 
died  on  January  19,  1938.  The  whole  of  the  personnel 
brought  together  under  the  Charabot  regime  remained, 
with  the  result  that  the  change  of  direction  had  no 
effect  on  the  structure  and  policy  of  the  company.  The 
firm  of  Charabot  et  Cie  has  limited  itself  to  the  manufacture  of 
the  prime  materials  of  perfumery.  Of  these  it  has  made  a 
speciality,  maintaining  always  its  place  at  the  head  of  pro- 
gressive movements  in  the  industry. 

Antoine  Chiris 

The  name  Chiris  is  familiar  to  all  those  engaged  in  the  per- 
fumery industry,  most  of  whom  are  aware  that  it  is  associated 
with  the  oldest  factory  in  Grasse.  The  business  was  founded 
by  Antoine  Chiris  in  the  year  1768  and  made  good  progress 
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under  his  son  Aaselme  and  his  grandsons  Leopold  and  Edmond. 
It  was,  however,  chiefly  through  the  etiorts  of  M.  L6on  Chiris, 
a  former  deputy  and  senator  lor  the  Alpes  Maritimes  depart- 
ment, that  the  firm  came  to  occupy  its  place  in  the  forefront 
of  the  industry — a  place  it  has  retained  ever  since.  M.  Georges 
Chiris,  present  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors,  founded 
the  associated  companies  of  Antoine  Cliiris,  Ltd.,  London,  and 
Antoine  Chiris  Company,  New  York.  He  has  perfected  a  first- 
class  organisation  for  procuring  all  exotic  perfumery  products 
from  the  finest  sources,  and  is  responsible  for  the  firm's  magni- 
ficent plantations  at  Puberclaire  (lavender,  hyssop,  sage 
(sauge  sclaree),  pepperminth,  iris,  angelica,  pyrethrum,  etc.), 
and  at  Vigny  (jasmm,  rose,  jonquil)  which  are  models  of  the 
industrial  cultivation  of  aromatic  plants.  Botanical  selections 
are  expertly  made  to  ensure  the  finest  quality  and  yield.  M. 
Georges  Chiris,  while  retaining  the  chairmanship  of  the  com- 
pany, has  entrusted  the  active  management  to  his  son,  M. 
Leon-Antoine  Chiris,  a  director.  This  combination  of 
experience  and  youth  is  having  its  effect  in  a  new  impetus 
to  the  company's  development.  Modern  scientific  organisation 
and  the  constant  creation  of  new  preparations  are  directed  to 
maintaining  the  Chiris  tradition  of  "  quality  first."  The 
activities  of  the  Etablissements  Chiris  are  still  centred  round 
floral  manufacture.  The  works  at  Grasse  occupy  an  area  of 
20,ooo  sq.  metres  (about  five  acres).  The  buildings  are  five 
storeys  high  and  employ  400  staff  and  workers  handling  flowers 
at  the  rate  of  80,000  to  100,000  kilos  (80  to  100  tons)  of 
flowers  every  twenty-four  hours. 

Bruno  Court 

The  firm  of  Bruno  Court  was  among  the  earliest  factories  to 
handle  aromatic  raw  materials  ;  its  beginning  dates  back  to 
1812,  at  which  date  the  establishment  was  set  up  as  Court  & 
Son.  Later  it  was  managed  by  Mr.  Bruno  Court,  who  was  m 
turn  succeeded  by  the  brothers  Merle.  It  was  due  to  the  profes- 
sional skill  of  Messrs.  Merle  that  the  firm's  products  gained  a 
firm  hold  on  all  the  principal  markets  and  especially  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  On  January  i,  1922,  the  partner- 
ship was  transformed  into  a  company.  The  transformation 
caused  no  change  in  the  traditional  management  of  the  concern, 
but  helped  it  to  increase  considerably  its  field  of  action.  The 
firm  has  always  throughout  its  126  years  of  existence  exercised 
a  most  jealous  and  minute  care  in  carrying  out  its  various 
processes.  The  enfleurage  products  (pomade  and  pomade 
absolutes)  have  earned  a  high  reputation  all  over  the  world 
for  their  strength,  odour  value,  and  delicacy.  This  interesting 
process  of  manufacture  demanding  careful  handling  by  experi- 
enced people,  trained  by  years  of  specialised  work,  has  been 
improved  with  every  development  suggested  by  scientific 
research.  The  firm  of  Bruno  Court  also  specialise  in  the  distil- 
lation of  essential  oils,  such  as  neroli,  petitgrain,  vetivert, 
patchouli,  spike,  geranium,  etc.,  and  in  the  treatment  of 
flowers  extracted  with  volatile  (hydrocarbon)  solvents.  In 
addition  to  jasmin,  rose  and  orange  flower,  the  firm  offers  a 
range  of  oils  obtained  from  mosses  (Evernia  prunastri  and 
Evernia  furfuracea),  and  orris  roots.  Important  developments 
in  the  soap  industry  during  the  last  twenty-five  years  have 
prompted  the  company  to  study  products  specially  suitable 
for  this  industry.  A  series  of  perfected  resinoids  is  manu- 
factured that  have  for  many  years  experienced  a  good 
demand  among  perfumers  and  soapmakers.  In  addition  to  its 
Continental  activities,  the  firm  has,  within  the  last  ten  years, 
interested  itself  in  the  study  and  production  of  odorous  raw 
materials  in  the  French  Colonial  possessions. 

Lautier  Fils 

The  organisation  of  Lautier  Fils  had  its  origins  in  a  small 
installation  made  in  1795  in  the  Grasse  district.  Its  successive 
enlargements  have  made  it  one  of  the  world's  most  important 
perfumery-industry  organisations.  The  firm  possesses  three 
large  factories  at  Grasse,  a  research  laboratory  at  Paris,  two 
factories  in  the  Drome  and  Basses  Alpes  districts  specially  for 
the  production  of  lavender  essences  and  in  the  same  locality 
the  largest  plantations  of  cultivated  lavender  extant.  At 
Beyrout  there  is  a  factorv  annexe  and  areas  of  cultivation  for 
the  production  of  orange  flowers,  cassie,  thyme,  and  labdanum, 
with  equipment  for  the  conservation  of  apricot  pulps  and  the 
extraction  of  scammony  resin.    Finally,  there  are  branches  at 


Paris,  London,  New  York  and  Kobe  (Japan),  and  over  200 
agents.  Lautier  Fils  produces  or  imports  every  natural  essence 
demanded  by  the  perfume  industry,  whether  of  French  or 
foreign  origin,  and  manufactures  practically  all  known  syn- 
thetics and  all  natural  fruit  essences  for  the  confectionery 
trade.  The  company  is  one  of  a  very  few  businesses  in  the 
world  handling  such  a  wide  range  of  materials.  In  1904  a 
patent  was  taken  for  an  apparatus  for  extracting  floral  perfume 
with  hydrocarbons,  which  resulted  in  a  marked  lessening  of  loss 
and  a  considerable  economy  in  labour  costs.  In  1913  another 
patent  was  taken  out  for  a  method  of  evaporating  a  perfumed 
solvent  at  reduced  temperature  and  thus  obviating  deteriora- 
tion of  the  perfume.  The  same  year  the  company's  chemists 
discovered  a  method  for  mechanical  extraction  of  the  per- 
fume from  flowers  in  the  making  of  pomades  in  the 
cold,  reducing  manipulation  by  60  per  cent.  In  1917 
the  firm  patented  the  use  of  wood  charcoal  specially  prepared 
for  the  extraction  of  floral  odours.  The  following  year  an 
apparatus  known  as  an  "  Evapolfactometre  "  based  on  the 
measured  evaporation  of  perfumed  bodies  under  the  influence 
of  rising  temperature  was  registered.  In  1919  an  important 
improvement  was  made  in  the  extraction  of  floral  odours 
by  infusion  in  fatty  bodies  under  heat,  yielding  a  superior 
result  with  less  handling.  An  outstanding  discovery  was 
made  in  1923.  Flowers,  under  sufficient  pressure  to  extract 
the  cell  juices,  are  obtained  almost  dry,  and  treated  with 
solvents  to  obtain  the  concrete  or  absolute.  Contrary  to 
accepted  views,  this  method  yields  a  most  valuable  rendering 
of  the  perfume  in  certain  instances,  the  explanation  being,  appa- 
rently, that  the  flowers  contain  glycoside-cells  and  diastase- 
cells.  As  a  result  of  the  bruising  the  two  come  in  contact  with 
one  another  and  the  glycoside,  in  breaking  down,  produces  an 
increase  in  the  perfume.  This  important  discovery  was  the 
subject  of  a  paper  given  to  the  Paris  Academy  of  Agriculture. 
Many  other  discoveries  made  as  a  result  of  the  activities  of 
a  noted  research  worker  who  has  been  associated  with  the 
company  for  a  long  time  (M.  Louis  Oddo),  have  not  been  made 
public.  In  the  chemical  research  laboratories  at  Paris  many 
new  perfume  bodies  have  been  discovered,  under  the  direction 
of  M.  Gustave  Blanc.  During  the  Great  War  the  firm  was 
called  upon  to  manufacture  chemically  pure  benzene,  toluene, 
benzyl  chloride,  benzoic  aldehyde,  terpineol,  and  derivatives. 
The  production  of  synthetic  perfumes  is  carried  on  to-day  by 
a  separate  organisation  under  the  style  of  Morel  et  Cie. 

Schmoller  et  Bompard,  S.A. 

Founded  in  1880,  the  Schmoller  &  Bompard  company  was 
converted  into  a  Societe  Anonyme  (corresponding  to  a  limited 
company)  in  1920  with  the  following  board  of  directors:  M 
Leon  Barety  (a  Deputy  in  the  French  Chamber),  and  M 
Honore  Guichard  (president,  Grasse  Perfumers'  Syndicate).  M. 
Henri  Barety  and  M.  Andre  Guichard  are  commercial  admini- 
strators in  the  company,  whilst  the  technical  side  in  handled  by 
M.  J.  Bompard  (technical  administrator  and  chief  chemist.)  The 
company  was  formerly  devoted  to  the  distillation  of  the  fine 
primary  essential  oils,  produced  in  the  Grasse  district,  and 
also  to  the  manufacture  of  floral  absolutes  and  pomades,  pro- 
ducts for  which  they  are  particularly  well  known  (jasmin,  rose, 
orange  flower,  violet,  violet  leaves,  etc.).  Later  they  were  one 
of  the  first  companies  to  manufacture  absolutes  by  the  volatile- 
solvent  process,  and  their  products  by  this  process  have  reached 
a  high  state  of  perfection.  The  quality  of  their  lavender  oils 
and  lavandin  (also  concretes  and  absolutes)  and  Grasse 
geranium  oil  is  recognised  at  being  of  a  consistently  high  stan- 
dard. Amongst  the  range  of  products  manufactured,  apart 
from  resinoids  and  orris  preparations,  the  quality  of  the  firm's 
"  Selection  "  neroli-bigarade  and  some  oils  or  absolutes  a  little 
out  of  the  ordinary  (oil  of  celery  seed,  oil  of  angelica  root, 
parma  violet  absolute  and  blackcurrant  absolute)  call  for 
special  mention.  Schmoller  &  Bompard  have  made  a  point  of 
supplying  only  the  very  best  qualities  obtainable,  regardless 
of  cost,  in  order  to  assure  to  manufacturers  of  perfumes  and 
medicinal  requisites  (especially  the  latter)  perfectly  safe  in- 
gredients for  their  preparations.  In  iQ35.  Schmoller  & 
Bompard  secured  the  collaboration  of  M.  Robert  Bondurand, 
who  is  well  known  to  the  industry  in  England,  where  he  has 
been  a  regular  visitor  since  1920.  He  is  now  in  charge  of  the 
export  department  for  South  America,  Japan,  and  English- 
speaking  countries.  In  England,  Schmoller  &  Bompard  S.A. 
has  been  represented  by  Mr.  Alfred  Paul  White  since  1902. 
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Rose  centres  of  Bulgaria 


BULGARIA  produces  about  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  world'.s 
supply  of  rose  oil.  tormerly  grown  in  Persia 
and  Turkey,  the  special  roses  from  which  the  oil  is 
obtained  were  planted  on  the  southern  slopes  of  the  Balkan 
Mountains,  where  conditions  proved  so  suitable  that  the  pro- 
duction of  rose  oil  soon  exceeded  that  of  the  other  two 
countries  together.  To-day  rose  oil  is  fourth  in  importance 
of  Bulgaria's  exports.  The  region  where  the  industry  is  carried 
on  is  known  as  the  Valley  of  Roses.  Actually,  it  is  two  valleys, 
those  of  the  Tundja  and  Strema,  formed  by  the  Balkan  Moun- 
tains on  the  north 
and  the  Sredna  Gora 
and  other  secondary 
ranges  on  the  south. 
The  Strema  valley, 
with  Karlovo  as  its 
centre,  runs  approxi- 
mately east  and 
west ;  the  Tundja 
valley,  continuing 
to  the  east,  turns 
slightly  southwards, 
Kazanlilc  being  its 
chief  town.  The 
total  length  of  the 
two  valleys  is  some 
eighty  miles,  the 
width  from  ten  to 
thirty  miles. 

The  best  of  the 
roses  for  oil  extrac- 
tion is  Rosa  Damascena,  for  which  the  soil  in  this  region  is 
most  suitable,  and  for  which  the  climate  also,  especially  during 
the  flowering  season — mid-iVIay  to  mid-June — is  admirably 
adapted.  This  is  important,  for  if  the  most  is  to  be  obtained 
from  the  roses  there  must  be  rain  each  day  followed  by  warm 
sunshine.  This  weather  recurs  consistently  during  the  rose  oil 
season.  The  roses  are  grown  in  fields  like  any  other  crop,  and 
do  not  make  much  of  a  show  as  flowers,  being  picked  every 
day  as  soon  as  they  open.  They  grow  on  bushes  some  four  to 
five  feet  high,  planted  in  rows  separated  sufficiently  for  the 
pickers  to  walk  between.  Picking  starts  at  dawn  each  day, 
proceeding  until  about  mid-day,  by  which  time  it  is  considered 
that  the  sun  is  too  hot  for  the  safe  handling  of  the  flowers. 
Both  men  and  women  pick  the  roses,  Turks  and  Bulgarians 
being  evenly  mixed  among  the  gatherers.  First  placed  in  large 
baskets,  the  roses  are  later  emptied  into  sacks  which  are  carried 
to  the  weighing  stations  in  carts  drawn  by  oxen,  buffalo  or 
horses. 

Collection  Methods 

.\bout  140  villages  are  more  or  less  wholly  dependent  on 
the  rose  oil  industry.  Most  of  them  possess  a  distillery,  but 
from  villages  where  there  is  none  the  roses  are  delivered  to  a 
central  weighing  station  where  a  representative  of  the  Bul- 
garian Agricultural  Bank  checks  the  weight  and  gives  a  receipt. 
They  are  then  loaded  on  to  carts,  or  occasionallv  now  motor 
lorries,  and  taken  to  the  nearest  distillery,  which  is  never 
more  than  a  few  miles  away.  The  major  part  of  the  rose 
crop  is.  however,  delivered  direct  to  the  distillerv,  where  a 
bank  official  weighs  and  checks  them.  In  the  early  morning 
the  small  farmers,  Turk  or  Bulgarian,  may  be  seen  arriving 
with  their  loads,  often  only  one  or  two  bags,  loaded  on  a 
donkey's  back  or  even  carried  by  the  peasant  himself.  As 
the  day  progresses  the  deliveries  increase  and  the  loads  grow 
larger,  the  roses  coming  in  from  further  afield.  The  Bulgarian 
Government,  through  the  Agricultural  Bank,  keeps  a  very 
close  check  on  the  rose  oil  industry.  This  became  necessary 
a  few  years  ago  owing  to  the  growing  practice  of  adulterating 
the  oil.  The  Bank  actually  buys  the  roses  and  sells  them  to 
the  distillers,  who  pay  in  advance  for  so  many  kilogrammes 
at  4.40  leva  per  kilo.  The  grower  gets  a  receipt  for 
his  roses  when  he  delivers  them,  and  can  collect  4  leva 
per  kilo  from  the  bank  when  the  season  is  over.  The  bank 
thus  charges  10  per  cent,  for  its  services.  The  bank  repre- 
sentative is  responsible  for  the  quality  of  the  roses  and  also  for 
the  yield  of  rose  oil.  He  supervises  the  loading  of  the  alembics, 
is  present  during  the  whole  of  the  time  that  distilling  takes 


place,  watches  the  drawing  off  of  the  rose  oil,  and  seals  the 
receptacles  in  which  it  is  kept  ;  he  also  seals  the  stills  while 
the  process  of  extraction  is  going  on.  He  is  not  permitted  to 
sleep  during  distilling  hours  (nor,  indeed,  must  the  distillery 
officials  and  workers),  and  this  makes  the  short  season  a  most 
arduous  time  for  all.  Distilling  usually  starts  about  10  a.m. 
and  may  go  on  until  4  a.m.  the  next  day.  The  roses  must  be 
distilled  within  eighteen  hours  of  picking,  for  they  become 
quite  hot  in  the  sacks,  and,  if  left  until  they  cool  off  again, 
their  yield  is  inferior  and  small.  The  alembics  vary  consider- 
ably in  size,  the  smaller  ones  holding  150  kilos,  the  larger 
ones  up  to  1,000  kilos  of  roses.  Of  three  types  of  distilleries, 
the  most  common  is  the  naked  fire  type.  In  this  the  roses 
are  boiled  for  two  to  three  hours ;  the  alembics  are  then 
Hushed  and  immediately  refilled  with  roses.  A  more  modern 
type  is  the  steam-heated  still,  in  which  the  roses  are  boiled  for 
a  somewhat  shorter  time.  There  are  a  few  vacuum-type  dis- 
tilleries in  Bulgaria,  in  which  a  partial  vacuum  is  created  in 
the  stills,  thus  reducing  the  boiling  point.  Little  more  than 
one  and  a  half  hours'  time  is  required  by  this  method,  and 
it  is  claimed  that  the  quality  of  oil  is  better.  The  steam  from 
the  stills  passes  through  condensers,  the  condensate  being  col- 
lected in  large  metal  containers  having  small  glass  tops.  The 
oil  floats  to  the  surface  and  is  collected  from  these  glass 
tops  each  day.  The  rose  water  is  syphoned  off  continually 
from  the  containers  and  redistilled  for  the  small  quantity  of 
oil  left  in  it.  Crude  rose  oil  in  bottles  is  placed  in  the  sun- 
light to  melt  it  and  settle  impurities  before  finally  refining. 

Production  Statistics 

Approximately  15,400  acres  of  land  are  under  roses  in 
Bulgaria,  producing  some  6-7,000,000  kilos,  the  area  having 
been  reduced  somewhat  in  recent  years  owing  to  a  lessened 
demand  from  abroad.  The  reduced  demand  is  due  mainly  to 
the  replacement  of  rose  oil  by  synthetic  oils  as  a  base  for 
perfumes,  following  a  price  boom  a  few  years  ago,  when  rose 
oil  sold  as  high  as  100,000  leva  per  kilo.  To-day  it  is  stabil- 
ised at  25,000  leva  per  kilo.  The  1937  crop  of  flowers  was 
11,284,000  kgm.,  and  rose  oil  production  reached  2,775  kgm. 
(2,223  kgm.  ill  1936),  of  which  2,200  kgm.  is  estimated  to  have 
been  exported.  During  1937  the  Agricultural  and  Co-operative 
Bank  accounted  for  66  per  cent,  of  the  total  oil  produced  and 
private  distillers,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bank,  for  34  per 
cent.  In  1936  the  Bank  accounted  for  78  per  cent,  of  the 
total.  The  production  of  rose  concrete  in 
1937  was  2,042  kgm.,  equal  to  about  300 
kgm.  of  rose  oil.  The  industry  landed 
itself  into  difficulties  through  over-produc- 
tion when  the  price  was  high,  and  that 
was  the  occasion  for  the  Government 
stepping  in  with  its  control  plan.  The 
Agricultural  Bank  bought  up  the  surplus 
supplies  in  the  country  and  stored  them. 
When  a  distiller  wishes  to  export  rose  oil 
now  he  must  buy  back  half  the  quantity 
h'om  the  bank,  thus  gradually  rcclucing 
the  carry-over  and  at  the  same  time  pre- 
venting over-production  of  new  rose  oil. 
The  bank  stores  all  oil,  exporting  it  on  the 
instructions  of  the  distillers.  Buyers  an- 
thus  assured  of  its  quality  and  as  a  result 
Bulgarian  rose  oil  is  gradually  recovering 
its  good  name.  A  typical  modern  distillery 
is  that  of  Botu  Pappazoglou,  at  Karlovo. 
This   is    a   new,    steam-heated  distillery, 

recently  erected  at  a  cost  of  5  million  leva  (approximately 
£12,000).  Daily  receipts  of  roses  rise  from  7,000  kilos 
to  30,000  kilos  during  the  distilling  period.  An  average 
day's  output  of  rose  oil  is  four  and  a  half  kilos,  valued 
at  112,500  leva  (about  £2^^).  Mr.  Pappazoglou  contracts 
beforehand  with  the  bank  for  some  300,000  kilos  of  roses.  In 
addition  to  this  modern  steam  distillery,  he  has  a  naked  fire 
still  and  also  several  smaller  ones.  The  U.S.A.  takes  the  largest 
quantity  of  Bulgarian  rose  oil,  followed  in  order  by  England, 
F'rance,  Germany  and  Switzerland.  The  Bulgarian  Govern- 
ment's interest  in  the  business  does  not  end  with  its  control 
through  the  bank.  It  has  a  large  experimental  farm  at 
Kazanlik,   where  new  varieties  are  developed.

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A  History  of  M^odern  Shaving 


JUST  as  world  history  is  frequently  divided  into  ancient 
and  modern,  so  shaving  might  be  separated,  the  first  part 
dealing  with  the  methods  in  use  prior  to  the  introduction 
of  that  cutlery  process  known  as  hollow-grinding,  and  the 
second  with  subsequent  methods.  The  trade  aspects  of 
the  second  period  will  be  treated  in  this  article. 

Hollow-ground  Razors 

Razors  are  of  an  origin  too  remote  to  be  accurately  dated, 
but  the  hollow-grinding  method  dates  back  only  to  the  middle 
of  the  last  century.  Even  then,  a  small  degree  of  hollow-grind- 
ing persisted  for  many  years  before  the  present  system  of  deep 
hollow-grinding  was  perfected.  This  may  be  judged  from  the 
illustration  below,  which  shows  nineteenth-century  razors  manu- 
factured by  Joseph  Rodgers  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sheffield.  These  are 
of  various  shapes  and  some  show  evidence  of  most  elaborate 
craftsmanship  in  the  treatment  of  the  handles,  but  the  essen- 
tial points  of  difference  between  them  and  open  razors  of  the 
present  day  are  the  shallow  degree  of  hollowness,  wide,  heavy 
and  long  blade  and,  in  some  instances,  curvature.  The  modern 
blade  is  narrow,  thin,  straight  and  deeply  hollowed.  Widths 
vary  still.  The  thinnest  is  the  so-called  "  French  "  type  (see 
below),  which  is  having  a  distinct  vogue  at  the  present  time. 
A  fully  hollow-ground  blade  is  ground  to  an  extremely  thin 
part  about  the  middle,  increasing  in  thickness  towards  the  edge, 
finally  tapering  off  more  sharply  to  the  cutting  edge.    In  the 


days  when  open  razors  were  almost  universally  used  they  were 
possessions  of  considerable  importance,  handed  down,  in  many 
cases  from  father  to  son,  and  often  lasting  for  generations.  The 
wealthy  often  commissioned  from  the  cutlers  razors  of  their 
own  design,  and  some  of  the  designs  passed  into  general 
circulation,  bearing  still  the  name  of  the  noble  or  magnate  wh.j 
had  first  ordered  them. 

Before  the  war  the  name  Kropp  was  associated  with  the 
keenest  edges,  the  tempering  of  these  razors  being  carried  out 
in  Germany.  To-day  the  Kropp  is  made  in  Sheffield.  It  is 
hand-forged,  hammered  out  from  a  steel  bar  on  an  anvil, 
individually  shaped,  marked,  hardened,  tempered,  hollow- 
ground  and  polished.  The  Kropp  is  marketed  by  Osborne, 
Garrett  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London. 

Hollow-ground  Safety  Razors 

Few  people  are  aware  that  an  English  safety  razor  existed  in 
1846,  and  a  patent  was  taken  out  for  one  in  1848.  The  original 
model  was  on  view  at  the  British  Industries  Fair,  Olympia, 
this  year,  at  the  stand  of  John  &  William  Ragg,  Ltd., 
Sheffield.  Mr.  John  Ragg,  grandfather  of  Mr.  William  Ragg 
(director  of  the  present  company)  who  was  then  the  sole  travel- 
ling representative  for  the  firm,  had  amongst  his  friends  a 
Mr.  William  Samuel  Henson,  a  civil  engineer.  The  two  fre- 
quently discussed  means  whereby  a  razor  could  be  guarded  in 
some  way  to  prevent  the  user  from  cutting  himself,  and  the

illustration  shows  the  result  of  their  original  inventions.  The 
razor  was  made  by  Mr.  John  Ragg  himself,  the  handle  consist- 
ing of  a  pearl  holder  (as  made  by  the  firm  in  those  days  in  con- 
nexion with  the  use  of  quill  pens — hence  the  rather  quaint 
handle).  Unfortunately,  the  original 
idea  was  not  persisted  with,  but  Mr. 
Henson  conceived  a  second  idea — that  it 
Avould  be  better  for  a  guard  to  be  used 
in  connexion  with  an  ordinary  straight- 
edged  razor.  Eventually  he  took  out  a 
patent  for  such  a  safety  razor,  the  date 
of  registration  being  July  17,  1848. 
The  specification  described  the  inven- 
tion as  incorporating  "  certain  improve- 
ments in  the  construction  of  razors  for 
shaving."  The  patent  was  later  sold  by 
Mr.  Henson  to  Charles  Stewart  &  Co., 
but  the  razors  were  still  made  by 
Messrs.  Ragg  and  marketed  as  the 
"patent  Plantagenet  Guard"  razor. 
To-day.  the  ' '  patent  Plantagenet 
Guard  "  is  defunct,  but  the  company  of 
John  &  William  Ragg,  Ltd.,  is  still  ac- 
tively engaged  in  the  trade  as  manufac- 
turers of  the  Paragon  blades. 

The  Gillette  company  were  pioneers  of 
a  safety  razor  of  which  the  blade  was  to 
be  used  and  thrown  away.  In  England 
the  emphasis  was  on  safety,  not  replace- 
ment, and  the  blades  of  the  early  safety 
razors  were  hollow-ground  in  character, 

resembling  their  "ordinary"  prototypes  as  closely  as  necessities 
of  shape  permitted.  This  is  exemplified  in  the  Wilkinson,  which 
was  introduced  forty  years  ago  by  the  Wilkinson  Sword  Co. 
The  "  open  "  razor  possesses  an  element  of  danger.  The 
Wilkinson  incorporates  a  blade  which,  in  essence,  is  a  section 


ping  automatic,  but  the  edge  could  be  automatically  re-set  in 
the  razor's  own  box.  The  Rolls  razor  consists  of  a  flat  metal 
case  with  removable  lid  at  each  side.  One  lid  is  surfaced 
with  a  hone  and  the  other  with  a  strop.  A  roller  and  two 
toothed  wheels,  which  engage  with  a  ratchet,  enable  the 
hollow-ground  blade  to  be  stropped  by  a  to-and-fro  motion 
of  the  stropping  handle.  By  £i  half-turn  the  blade  is  re- 
moved and  inserted  in  the  shaving  handle  ready  for  use  on 
the  face. 

Disposable-blade  Safety  Razors 

The  principle  of  the  safety  razor  with  blade  to  be  thrown 
away  as  soon  as  it  failed  to  give  a  perfect  shave  was  first 
thought  of  in  1895  by  Mr.  King  C.  Gillette.  His  object  was  to 
put  upon  the  market  an  article  for  which  perpetual  renewals 
must  be  made  by  the  user,  at  profit  to  the  supplier.  The  inven- 
tion, it  is  related,  resulted  from  Mr.  Gillette's  annoyance  at

from  an  open  razor,  held  in  a  frame  in  which  it  can  be  stropped 
automatically  and  perfectly.  It  has  thus  found  increasing 
favour  in  proportion  as  the  number  of  those  skilled  in  the  art 
of  setting  and  stropping  open  razors  has  dwindled — as  it  has 
done  since  the  advent  of  "  safetys."  The  present  Empire  model 
(see  illustration),  with  small  hollow-ground  blade  having  a  life 
of  several  months,  was  introduced  eight  years  ago. 

In  1924  a  "  self -stropping  "  razor  with  hollow-ground  blades 
was  introduced.  This  was  the  Rolls.    Not  only  was  the  strop-

I)eing  confronted  with  a  blunt  hollow-ground  razor  in  circum- ' 
stances  in  which  it  was  not  within  his  power  to  sharpen  it.  That 
he  was  successful  in  his  aim  is  eloquently  demonstrated  in  the 
account  (under  the  title  "  A  Million  Blades  a  Day  ")  given  of 
the  opening  of  the  present  Gillette  factory  at  Brentford,  Middle- 
sex, in  Januar5^,  1937  (C.  i^iy  D.,  January  30,  1937,  p.  146). 
For  years  the  inventor  turned  over  in  his  mind  ways  by  which 
his  idea  could  be 
converted  into  a 
marketable  instru- 
ment, visualising  not 
only  the  flat,  double- 
edged  blade  even- 
tually adopted,  but 
also  the  method  of 
holding  the  blade  in 
the  handle.  In  1901 
a  company  was 
formed  to  develop 
the  idea,  and  an 
engineer,  Mr.  W.  E. 
Nickerson,  was  com- 
missioned to  work  at 
elaborating  the  de- 
tails of  construction. 
It  was  Nickerson 
who  suggested  the 
size  and  thickness  of 
the  blade  (6  / 1000 
in.;  i-|  in.)  and  de- 
designed  machines  for  tempering,  grinding,  stropping  and 
honing,  as  well  as  special  dies  and  tools.  The  first  Gillette 
razors  and  blades  were  put  on  the  market  in  1903,  and  the 
company's  first  overseas  branch  was  founded  in  Loudon  in 
1905.  A  factory  for  both  razors  and  blades  was  opened  at 
Leicester,  but  in  1912  this  was  closed  and  the  British 
market  was  supplied  from  the  United  States  until  1920,  when 
it  was  decided  to  establish  a  factory  at  Slough,  to  supply  the 
British  and  Continental   markets.    The  Slough  factory  was

superseded  by  the  present  factory,  as  already  stated,  in  1937. 
Another  famous  safety  razor,  the  Valet,  which  was  formerly 
an  important  rival  of  the  Gillette  but  is  now  made  side  by  side 
with  it  in  the  Great  West  Road  factory,  was  put  on  the  market 
in  1906.  Its  inventor  was  Mr.  H.  J.  Gaisman,  and  its  essential 
feature  was  its  self-stropping  device.  Like  the  Gillette,  the  Valet 
was  American  in  origin,  and  an  Auto-Strop  factory  was  not 
established  in  Great  Britain  until  1917.  Mr.  Gaisman  was  also 
the  originator  of  a  revolutionary  principle  in  blade  manufac- 
ture, namely,  the  preparing  of  blades  in  the  form  of  a  long 
ribbon  prior  to  stamping.  Previously  Gillette  blades,  which 
are  now  made  by  this  method,  were  stamped  out  first  and 
hardened,  tempered,  etched,  honed  and  stropped  separately. 

The  success  of  Gillette  was  such  that,  even  after  the  patents 
ran  out,  competitors  were  compelled  to  advance  some  convinc- 
ing claim  to  superiority  in  order  to  establish  themselves  on 
the  market.  In  the  Eclipse  Red  Ring  safety  razor  manufac- 
tured by  James  Neill  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sheffield,  this  feature  was 
micrometer  adjustment.  Starting  with  the  average  daily- 
growth  of  beard  as  0.004  in.  (we  have  not  checked  the  figure) 
they  argue  that  so  fractional  a  growth  demands  minute  adjust- 
ment of  the  blade,  necessitating  some  device  which  must  be 
incorporated  in  the  razor.  To  provide  this  infinitesimal  degree 
of  control  the  Eclipse  Red  Ring  razor  provides  a  three-point 
contact  with  the  skin  (razor-cap,  blade-edge  and  guard)  in 
perfect  alignment  and  at  the  correct  shaving  angle,  with 
micrometer  attachment  to  allow  the  alignment  to  be  altered  to 
suit  light  or  stiff  beards.  Another  important  feature  is  the 
patented  automatic  device  which  centres  the  blade  in  the 
holder,  which  accommodates  any  type  of  double-edged 
blade,  irrespective  of  whether  it  is  slotted  or  holed.  On  many 
safety  razors  the  blade  fits  loosely,  causing  either  over-  or 
under-projection  on  one  side.  The  Eclipse  is  fitted  with  self- 
centring  points  to  overcome  looseness  and  ensure  equal  pro- 
jection of  both  blade  edges.  Another  feature  of  the  Eclipse  Red 
Ring  razor  is  the  inclusion  of  a  magnet  in  the  razor-handle,  for 
retrieving  fallen  blades.  It  is  only  logical  that  with  a  precision 
instrument  of  this  character  the  makers  should  recommend  the 
use  of  their  own  precision  blades.  The  Eclipse  blade  is 
examined  minutely  to  within  0.005  in.  from  the  tip.

Oscillating-blade  Safety  Razors 

Although  similar  in  general  appearance  to  the  Gillette  pat- 
tern of  safety  razor,  the  Redox  rolling  razor  involves  a  different 
principle — the  oscillating  blade.  Inserted  in  a  channel  in  the 
guard  is  a  roller  which  during  shaving  is  in  contact  with  the 
skin  and  rotates.  Rotation  causes  oscillation  of  the  blade 
along  its  length.  A  slot  in  the  blade  permits  free  movement 
of  the  roller  without  allowing  lateral  movement  of  the  blade. 
There  are  no  detachable  parts  to  the  Redox  rolling  razor, 
which  is  made  of  chrome  steel  and  easily  cleaned  by  dipping. 

Introduced  in  1933,  the  Sirama  electric  safety  razor  applies 
the  same  method  of  cutting  as  the  instrument  described 
above — the  use  of  a  moving  blade — but  the  oscillation  is  elec- 
trically, not  mechanically,  produced.  By  means  of  a  small 
precision  motor  encased  in  the  handle  of  the  razor,  the 
blade  oscillates  with  a  rapid  shuttle  movement,  thus  "  mow- 
ing "  the  beard.  The  current  needed  to  operate  the  motor  is 
derived  from  an  ordinary  4^-volt  pocket-lamp  battery.  The 
razor  is  thus  independent  of  differences  of  voltage,  varying 
plug  points  and  other  handicaps  to  electrical  apparatus  driven

from  the  mains.  A  further  advantage  is  that  any  three-hole 
or  slotted  double-edged  blade  can  be  used.  One  battery  lasts 
approximately  three  months  and  the  life  of  the  blades  is  much 
longer  than  that  of  similar  blades  used  in  non-oscillating 
instruments. 

A  British-made  automatic  electric  vibrating  razor  is  the 
Telerazor,  marketed  by  Norma  Technical  Products,  Ltd. 
The  distinctive  features  of  this  instrument,  which  is  fully 
protected  by  patents  in  this  and  many  other  countries,  is  that 
it  is  operated  by  a  battery  housed  within  the  handle.  The  bat- 
tery refill  lasts  two  months. 

Electric  Dry  Shavers 

I'l  1933  <i  now  type  of  instrument  that  cannot  strictly  be 
classed  as  a  razor  made  its  appearance.  This  was  the  electric 
dry  shaver.  A  patent  for  such  an  apparatus  was  taken  out  by 
a  Mr.  Appleyard  in  the  United  States  as  long  ago  as  191 1, 
but  it  remained  as  a  specification  and  was  never  converted  into 
actuality.  In  1930,  Colonel  Jacob  Schick,  an  officer  in  the 
United  States  army,  organised  the  Schick  Dry  Shaver,  Inc., 
to  market  a  razor  which  he  had  invented  after  considerable 
experiment.  The  models  were  perfected  and  offered  for  sale 
in  1933.  They  incorporated  a  small  electric  motor  (an  exten- 
sion of  the  original  idea).  The  new  instrument  embodies  a 
totally  new  principle  in  shaving — the  idea  of  extremely  close 
clipping  with  an  instrument  similar  to  a  hair  clipper,  but  much 
more  finely  adjusted.  Blades  and  stropping  instruments,  soap 
and  brush  are  rendered  unnecessary,  but  a  new  technique  has 
to  be  mastered  by  the  user.  Instead  of  a  blade  which  is  held 
obliquely  against  the  skin,  a  shearing  head  which  is  held  at 
right  angles  to  it  and  kept  flat  against  it  is  substituted.  Pres- 
sure, it  is  claimed,  causes  the  shearing  head  to  sever  the  hair 
below  the  surface  of  the  skin.  The  movement  of  the  shearing 
head  in  shaving  is  against  the  direction  of  hair  growth.  It  is 
claimed  that  after  regular  use  soreness  of  the  skin  is  abolished 
and  a  new,  smoother  skin  results.  Schick  dry  shavers  for 
operating  from  pocket-lamp  batteries  are  obtainable. 

Although  the  first,  the  Schick  is  not  the  only  dry  shaver. 
In  the  Schick  two  slotted  blades  vibrate  across  the  width  of 
the  head.  A  somewhat  similar  principle  is  incorporated  in  the 
Packard  Lektro-shaver,  which,  however,  has  a  cylindrical  in- 
stead of  an  angular  or  flat  head.  This  is  drawn  to  an  extreme 
thinness  at  the  point  of  contact  with  the  face,  and  exceptional 
smoothness  in  use  is  claimed.  The  Packard  Lektro-shaver  is 
patented  in  the  U.S.A.  (other  patents  pending)  and  is  equipped 
with  a  universal  motor  operating  on  a  voltage  of  1 10,  special 
motors  being  available  for  other  voltages. 

The  Hanley  Clipshave,  manufactured  by  Orel-Micro  Electric, 
Ltd.,  has  a  head  consisting  of  a  metal  band  folded  around  a 
metal  strip,  each  having  a  series  of  V-shaped  notches  along 
both  its  edges.  The  inner  strip  is  agitated  along  its  length  and 
cutting  is  at  either  (outer)  edge.    The  cutting  head  is  hollow- 


ground  and  it  is  claimed  that  as  close  a  shave  is  possible  with 
the  Clipshave  as  with  any  razor  or  safety  razor.  Unlike  other 
types  of  dry  shaver,  the  Hanley  Clipshave  is  self-cleaning,  be- 
cause hairs  are  ejected  from  the  shearing-head  and  not  drawn 
into  it.  The  shape  of  the  shearing-head  also  makes  it  suitable 
for  trimming  beards  and  moustaches,  because  the  shaver  need 
not  be  held  against  the  skin.  The  speed  of  vibration  is  stated 
to  be  2,000  per  minute.  The  Hanley  Clipshave  is  British-made 
and  was  shown  at  the  British  Industries  Fair,  1938. 

The  Remington-Rand  electric  close-shaver  (Remington  Close- 
Shaver,  Ltd.,  London)  incorporates  a  head  of  hexagonal  design 
individual  to  this  instrument.  The  head  has  a  double  cutting 
surface  and  a  combing  bar  that  is  claimed  to  lift  flat  hairs 
so  that  they  can  be  cut.  A  year's  guarantee  is  given  with  the 
shaver,  which  is  fitted  with  a  Westinghouse  motor.  Unlike 
some  of  the  other  electric  shavers,  the  Remington-Rand  is 
held  at  an  acute  angle  to  the  face  and  not  at  right  angles 
to  it.  Another  point  of  difference  is  that  it  is  stated  to  shave 
so  closely  as  to  be  unsuitable  for  under-arm  shaving  by  women, 
in  whose  delicate  skin  it  may  set  up  irritation.

The  Speeko  electric  dry  shaver  has  several  exclusive  features, 
the  chief  of  which  is  a  special  type  of  rounded  shearing  head, 
which  enables  it  to  be  pressed  hard  when  moving  over  the  face 
without  the  slightest  risk  of  a  cut.  The  rounded  shearing 
head  is  composed  of  a  fixed  outer  cutter  having  a  number 
of  minute  slots  into  which  the  hairs  are  directed  and 
an  inner  cutter  which  is  driven  by  the  motor.  The  Speeko  is 
marketed  by  Thompson  &  Capper  Wholesale,  Ltd.,  Liverpool. 

Brushless  Shaving  Creams 

Recently,  brushless  shaving  creams  have  had  an  undoubted 
popularity,  yet  it  is  noteworthy  that  the  first  brushless  cream,

When  he 
died,  his  widow,  Aimee 
I^loyd,  continued  the  busi- 
ness and  the  product  be- 
came known  as  "  Widow 
Lloyd's  Euxesis  for  shaving 
without  brush,  soap  or 
water."  In  1870  the  Widow  Lloyd  sold  the  business  to  Mr. 
E.  M.  Wright,  by  whose  efforts  the  product  achieved  a  wide 
distribution  throughout  the  world.  Euxesis  was  originally 
packed  in  opaque  white  pots  or  jars.   The  early  reception  of  this

product  was  good,  for  it  was  kind  to  sensitive  skins. 
Travellers  were  particularly  quick  to  appreciate  its 
advantages  as  a  brushless  shaving  cream.  Lloyd's 
Euxesis  is  still  hand-made  to  the  same  formula. 

An  attractive  example  of  the  modern  type  of  brushless 
shaving  cream  is  Veloshave,  manufactured  by  Rene  Cos, 
Ltd.,  Glasgow.  The  makers  claim  for  this  that  it  is  a 
skin  food  suitable  for  leaving  on  the  face  after  shaving. 
This  procedure,  of  course,  is  directly  at  variance  with 
that  followed  in  lathering  the  skin,  where  the  last  opera- 
tion is  to  rinse  the  face.  It  should  therefore  be  pointed 
out  that  with  brushless  creams  of  this  type  shaving  is 
preceded,  and  not  followed,  by  washing  the  face.  'This 
ensures  cleanliness  as  well  as  rendering  the  skin  receptive 
to  the  cream. 

Morning  Pride,  a  modern  brushless  shaving  cream 
manufactured  by  Fairy  Dyes,  Ltd.,  Glasgow,  is  issued  in 
both  collapsible  tubes  and  jars. 

As  already  stated,  the  application  to  the  face  of  brush- 
less creams  for  shaving  usually  follows  a  prior  washing  of 
the  face  with  water.  Some  makers  claim  ' '  no  hot  water 
required,"  but  nearly  all  of  them  recommend  use 
after  a  preliminary  washing.  An  exception  is  Solvit,  a 
shaving  cream  packed  in  tubes  by  F.  Hulse  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Leeds.  For  this  product  the  makers  state  that  no  water 
is  required,  and  claim  the  advantage  that  the  razor  is 
thus  "  oil-lubricated."  While  some  of  the  other  brush- 
less shaving  creams  are  stated  to  be  beneficial  to  the  skin, 
Solvit  is  actually  recommended  as  a  face  cream  for  use  before 
exposure  to  sun  and  wind  and  on  the  hands  as  a  protection 
against  dirt  resulting  from  housework  or  gardening.  It  is  also 
stated  that  regular  use  of  Solvit  as  a  shaving  cream  for  several 
months  produces  both  a  soft  skin  and  a  less  tough  beard. 

Shaving  Brushes 

No  account  of  the  apparatus  used  for  shaving  would  be  com- 
plete without  some  mention  of  shaving  brushes  which,  despite 
the  competition  of  brushless  shaving  creams,  support  a  live  and 
robust  industry,  for  new  and  improved  designs  are  constantly 
appearing  in  the  ranges  of  the  leading  manufacturers.  To  deal 
with  their  production  is  hardly  within  the  province  of  this 
article,  especially  as  the  subject  has  already  been  dealt  with  in 
these  columns  (C.  D.,  August  8,  1936,  p.  159,  and  Septem- 
ber 19,  1936,  p.  321).  The  opportunity  may  be  taken,  however, 
to  illustrate  a  recent  manufacturing  development,  by  which 
what  is  believed  to  be  the  only  successful  attempt  made  in  this 
country  to  produce  a  vulcanised  rubber  setting  on  the  American 
principle  has  been  achieved.  The  brushes,  which  are  shown 
on  page  344  in  various  stages  of  manufacture,  are  from  the 
range  of  Britton,  Malcolm  and  Waymark,  Ltd. 

Three  brushes  made  by  A.  Simpson,  Clapham,  London,  illus- 
trate the  application  of  the  new  plastic  (resinoid)  materials 
to  this  established  industry.  The  handles  are  of  non-split 
resinoid  material  of  attractive  colours  with  bands  of  contrast- 
ing colour  or  bright  metallic  lustre. 

With  the  Anti-thrax  brushes  a  £500  free  insurance  against 
death  from  anthrax  within  twelve  months  of  purchase  is 
given  by  the  makers,  Edward  Hack,  Ltd.  A  novel  feature 
of  the  brushes  is  the  incorporation,  in  the  handle,  of  a  styptic 
pencil,  which  is  made  available  by  unscrewing  the  base.  A 
wall-hook  to  enable  the  brush  to  be  hung  up  when  not  in  use 
is  provided  with  each  brush  sold.

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THE  possibilities  of  the  utilisation  on  a  commercial  scale 
of  the  rich  fruit  oil  obtained  from  the  avocado  in  the 
production  of  soaps  and  cosmetics  was  first  recognised 
in  1928.  This  was  not  the  first  time,  however,  that  the  oil  was 
considered  of  value  as  an  adjunct  by  the  cosmetic  trade. 
Legends  in  the  history  of  the  avocado  date  to  the  use  of  the 
fruit  in  cosmetics  many  centuries  ago. 

Those  who  may  be  interested  in  the  genealogy  of  the  avocado 
{Persea  Gmtissinia)  are  referred  to  the  works  of  Professors  Ira  J. 
Condit  and  M.  E.  Jaffa,  "  Avocado  Culture  in  California,"  later 
revised  by  Professor  R.  W.  Hodgson.  Suffice  to  say  the  avocado 
is  a  native  of  tropical  America,  recorded  as  early  as  the  six- 
teenth century.  It  is  to  California  and  the  excellent  co- 
operation of  the  growers  that  the  credit  goes  for  the  develop- 
ment of  this  wild  fruit  to  the  commercial  industry  it  is  to-day. 
California  has  made  the  greatest  strides  in  growing  this  unique 
and  versatile  fruit  under  scientific  guidance.  The  fruits  are  pear- 
shaped  and  weigh  from  8  to  12  oz.,  with  a  measurement  of 
inches  by  3  inches.  The  skin  is  thick  and  tough,  and  of  a 
dark  olive  green  colour,  which  turns  almost  black  as  the  fruit 
ripens.  The  flesh,  which  surrounds  a  large,  dark,  smooth  stone, 
is  of  a  very  pale  green  colour  with  a  soft,  pasty  texture. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  use  of  vitamins,  hormones,  etc.,  into 
the  cosmetic  field,  attention  has  been  directed  toward  an 
economical  and  readily  incorporable  form  of  these  substances. 
The  use  of  vegetable  oils  high  in  vitamin  content  has  been  the 
answer  to  this  problem.  The  American  universities,  through 
their  research  departments,  have  made  exacting  tests  with 
avocado  pear  oil  and  find  it  rich  in  oil-soluble  vitamins  (A,  D 
and  F),  phytosterol  and  lecithin.  Vitamin  A,  the  oil-soluble 
factor,  the  absence  of  which  causes  experimental  animals  to 
lose  their  capacity  to  grow,  produces  a  type  of  sterility,  causes 
the  development  of  xerophthalmia,  and  the  apparent  lowering  of 
resistance  to  certain  types  of  infections,  was  found  present  in 
large  quantities.  Vitamin  E,  the  absence  of  which  brings 
about  sterility,  was  investigated  in  avocado  pear  oil  and  it  was 
found  that  when  complete  sterility  was  obtained  in  the  test 
animals  and  they  were  fed  in  addition  to  their  vitamin-E-free 
diet  with  7-J  drops  of  avocado  pear  oil,  regeneration  of  the  re- 
productive organs  was  established.  The  vitamin-D  content  of 
the  oil  was  classed  as  protective  and  curative  against  rickets.  It 
is  with  this  last  vitamin  that  the  cosmetician  is  directly  inter- 
ested. Vitamin  D  is  sometimes  called  the  "  sunshine  vita- 
min," since  the  exposure  of  the  body  to  the  ultra-violet  rays  of 
the  sun  activates  a  sterol  in  the  skin  known  as  ergosterol,  which 
then  possesses  the  power  of  vitamin  D.  It  is  only  reasonable, 
then,  to  assume  that  if  vitamin  D  may  be  synthetically  pro- 
duced and  absorbed  by  the  skin,  the  application  of  creams 
high  in  natural  vitamin-D  content  may  also  be  assimilated  at 
this  point. 

Phytosterol  and  cholesterol  are  isomeric  monohydric  alcohols 
which  are  found  in  plants  and  animals.  These  and  lecithin  are 
thus  far  the  only  three  lipoids  that  have  been  prominent  in 
pharmaceutical  and  cosmetic  preparations.  Cholesterol  is  the 
active  principle  in  lanolin  and  plays  the  major  role  in  the  so- 
called  absorption  (oxy-cholesterin)  bases  for  nourishing  and 
cold  creams.  Phytosterol,  the  isomer  of  cholesterol,  is  found 
in  plants  and  resembles  cholesterol  in  its  activities.  Lecithin, 
a  phosphatide,  is  perhaps  the  most  important  of  the  lipoids  in 
medicine.  Little  as  yet  is  known  about  its  therapeutic  value  in 
cosmetics,  but  the  fact  has  been  established  that  it  materially 
assists  in  the  oxidation  of  fatty  acids,  the  physio-chemical 
stabilisation  of  the  blood  stream,  and  in  the  permeability  of  the 
cell  wall. 

Avocado  oil  belongs  to  the  class  of  semi-drying  oils.  It 
has  excellent  keeping  qualities.  Jamieson  reported  several 
samples  of  the  crude  oil  were  kept  for  one  year  in  partly  filled 
bottles  in  the  laboratory  with  but  a  slight  increase  in  free  fatty 
acid  (0.2  or  0.3).  Some  samples  of  the  oil  prepared  by  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Laboratory,  U.S.D.A.,  Los  Angeles,  held 
at  40°  F.  for  twelve  years  showed  very  little  free  fatty  acid 
and  gave  only  a  slight  Kreiss  test  for  rancidity.  The  following 
analysis  of  the  oil  is  of  interest.  It  will  be  noted  from  the 
analysis  that  avocado  pear  oil  has  a  definite  linolic  acid  content, 
which  suggests  the  possibility  of  another  source  of  vitamin  F 
(unsaturate) ,

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THERE  is  a  fairly  well  defined  oil  of  lavandin  which  must 
not  be  confused  with  mere  mixtures  of  lavender  and 
spike  oils.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  the  commercial 
oil  sold  as  lavandin  is  merely  an  artificial  mixture  which  it 
would  pay  users  to  make  for  themselves.  Authentic  samples 
of  true  lavandin  oil  have  been  examined  by  Birkenstock, 
Schimmel  &  Co.  and  Giraud.  These  oils  had  the  following 
characters :  —

The  oils  are  soluble  in  three  volumes  of  70  per  cent,  alcohol. 
A  lavandin  oil  from  British  East  African  plants  had  a  specific 
gravity  0.894  ;  optical  rotation  —  io°3o'  ;  ester  content  3  per 
cent.;  and  total  alcohol  44.1  per  cent. 

According  to  Birkenstock,  when  the  true  Lavandula  fragra?is 
plants  grow  at  altitudes  between  2,300  and  2,500  feet  "  elle 
s'asfrique,"  and  the  hybrid  plants  are  known  as  "  lavandin," 
"  springoure  "  or  "  bastard  lavender."  According  to  Lamotte, 
who  is  an  accepted  authority  on  the  botanical  classification  of 
the  lavenders,  distillers  distinguish  the  following  varieties  of 
plants  for  distillation  :  — 

(1)  Petite  Lavande.  Lavandula  delphinensis,  a  hardy  plant 
yielding  the  best  true  lavender  oil  and  growing  mostly  at 
higher  altitudes  than  (2)  and  (3). 

(2)  Lavande  moyenne.  Lavandula  jragrans,  which  yields 
a  good,  but  second-quality  true  lavender  oil. 


(3)  Grosse  Lavande.  This  is  the  bastard  lavender,  a  hybrid 
between  Lavandula  fragrans  and  Lavandula  latifolia,  which 
yields  lavandine  oil. 

Theg  rande  lavande  of  the  distillers  is  the  ordinary  spike 
oil.  A  mere  mixture  of  lavender  and  spike  oil  does  not  repro- 
duce an  oil  which  has,  in  its  entirety,  been  manufactured  in 
Nature's  laboratory,  so  that  natural  lavandin  oil  is  not  identical 
with  a  mechanical  mixture  of  lavender  and  spike  oils. 

There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  where  lavender  grows  in 
the  French  Alps,  plants  growing  at  higher  altitudes  yield  the 
best  oil.  But  this  may  not  be  entirely  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
type  of  true  lavender  is  Lavandula  delphinensis,  but  to  the  fact 
that  in  the  zone  where  true  and  spike  lavender  grow  together, 
hybridisation  has  taken  place  and  numerous  types  of 
bastard  lavender  exist,  and  as  the  bastard  plants,  the 
lavandin,  are  larger  and  yield  more  essential  oil  than  the  true 
lavender,  they  are  often  distilled  together  with  true  lavender, 
so  that  the  inferior  oils  are  often  in  reality  mixtures  of  lavender 
and  lavandin.  The  bees  transfer  the  pollen  either  from  the  true 
lavender  to  the  spike  or  vice  versa  ;  and  the  exact  character 
of  the  subsequent  plants  will  depend  on  the  way  fertilisation 
goes  in  successive  generations.  Once  the  bastard  plants  get 
a  good  hold  of  the  ground,  they  will,  unless  drastic  measures 
are  adopted,  conquer  the  true  lavender  and  gradually  dis- 
place it.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  more  robust  and 
hardy  plant  than  the  true  lavender,  and  also  because  its 
odour  and  bitter  taste  cause  the  sheep  to  leave  it  alone,  whilst 
they  are  partial  to  true  lavender.  The  true  lavender  plant 
flowers  mostly  in  July  and  August,  whilst  spike  lavendef  plant 
flowers  in  August  and  September. 


FOLLOWING  the  introduction  of  soap  substitutes  resulting 
from  the  search  for  detergents  which  would  function  as 
well  in  hard  as  in  soft  water,  investigations  have  been 
carried  out  in  America  on  toothpastes  containing  these  sub- 
stances. A  study  has  been  made  of  such  toothpastes  and 
ordinary  soap-containing  pastes  with  the  object  of  determining 
(a)  the  relative  cleansing  powers  of  the  former,  (b)  their  eiiect 
on  the  oral  mucous  membranes  of  experimental  animals,  (c| 
the  comparative  abrasive  action  of  the  two  forms  of  pastes 
under  consideration  ("  Journal  of  the  American  Dental  Asso- 
ciation," 37,  I,  736).  The  special  substitutes  referred  to  con- 
sist of  the  sodium  salts  of  sulphonated  alcohols  derived  from 
the  higher  fatty  acids.  Such  compounds  have  been  prepared 
by  hydrogenation  of  the  fatty  acids — e.g.,  lauric  acid — under 
high  pressure  in  the  presence  of  a  catalytic  agent,  resulting  in 
the  formation  of  an  alcohol.  Treatment  of  the  latter  with 
sulphuric  acid  results  in  the  formation  of  an  acid  sulphate  of 
the  alcohol,  which,  with  caustic  soda,  forms  a  neutral  sodium 
salt.  The  particular  compound  used  in  the  present  investi- 
gations was  sodium  lauryl  sulphate.  It  might  be  noted  here 
that  in  current  literature  the  term  sodium  alkyl  sulphate  is 
used  since  other  alcohols  besides  lauryl  may  be  employed. 
When  sodium  lauryl  sulphate  is  used  with  hard  water,  no  in- 
soluble curd  of  the  calcium  salt  is  formed  as  with  ordinary 
soaps  because  the  calcium  lauryl  sulphate  is  soluble  in  water. 
It  is  stated  that  the  cleaning  property  of  a  detergent  is  directly 
proportional  to  the  lack  of  insoluble  residue  resulting  from  the 
operation.  It  has  been  concluded  from  the  experiments  con- 
ducted over  a  number  of  individuals  that  in  certain  cases  soap 
pastes  have  been  found  to  be  superior  to  the  alkyl  sulphate 
pastes,  while  in  a  slightly  greater  number  of  cases  the  reverse 
has  been  noticed.  There  have  also  been  instances  where 
neither  paste  has  shown  a  superiority  over  the  other.  No  evi- 
dence of  inflammatory  reaction  in  the  tissues  has  been  put 
forward,  following  the  use  of  either  paste.  So  slight  has  been 
the  difference  in  abrasive  property  of  the  two  pastes  that  it 
may  be  regarded  as  negligible  in  a  comparison  of  cleansing 
ability.  Certain  individuals  have  reported  that  following  the 
use  of  the  alkyl  sulphate  pastes,  food  consumed  shortly  after

Recently  the  U.S.A.  Government  have  adopted  a  specifica- 
tion for  toothpastes  supplied  to  them,  relating  to  materials  and 
workmanship,  methods  of  inspection,  testing  and  packings. 
It  is  stated  that  it  is  possible  to  detect  i  per  cent, 
of  emery  in  a  paste  by  grinding  in  the  teeth,  but  a 
test  in  the  new  specification  is  designed  to  detect  emery 
or  similar  abrasives  present  to  the  extent  of  one  part 
in  100,000.  The  following  is  an  account  of  the  abra- 
sion test,  much  importance  being  given  to  this  as  no  material 
shall  be  included  in  the  paste  which  will  have  an  abrasive 
action  on  the  enamel  of  human  teeth;  "  The  toothpaste  shall 
not  scratch  glass.  It  shall  be  placed  on  glass  and  rubbed  with 
a  copper  alloy  similar  in  composition  and  shape  to  the  5  cent 
coin,  which  has  previously  been  rubbed  against  glass  without 
scratching.  The  glass  shall  be  of  the  usual  soda-lime  grade, 
such  as  is  used  in  non-corrosive  microscopic  slides."  The 
specification  also  includes  limits  for-  acidity  and  alkalinity. 
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Cosmetics  in  America 

By  Herbert  Skinner,  Ph.C. 


THE  subject  of  cosmetics,  their  preparation,  display  and 
salt  is  inevitably  fascinating  to  the  practising  phar- 
macist. It  was  natural  then  that  I  should  ex- 
plore this  phase  of  activity  during  my  recent  visit  to  the 
United  States,  and  endeavour  to  find  out  what  changes  or 
progress  had  been  made  since  I  was  last  there.  It  was  evident 
the  industry  was  more  organised  and  the  variety  and  use  of 
products  more  widely  extended.  At  least,  that  was  so  in  the 
States,  but  was  not  so  self-evident  in  Canada.  Cosmetics,  as 
apart  from  accessories,  has  become  a  highly  specialised 
industry  involving  scientific  and  artistic  production.  The 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  associations  have  for  a  long  time 
devoted  attention  to  the  formulary  side  and  to  the  application 
of  preparations  to  the  skin  ;  the  one  association  being  more 
interested  in  the  formulas  and  the  other  in  the  dermatologic 
and  allergic  side.  Dr.  Fishbein,  of  the  "  Journal  of  the  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association,"  has  said:  "  Current  claims  made  for 
cosmetics  are  in  need  of  investigation."  As  claims  are  mostly  in 
advertising  material,  is  seems  the  A.M. A.  are  looking  at  it 
from  the  same  angle  of  unjustified  claims  as  is  seen  in  the 
activities  of  their  Council  of  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy.  It 
appeared  to  me  that  some  progress  was  being  made.  In  Canada 
there  was  not  quite  the  same  spirit  of  meticulous  inquiry.  In 
either  countr\'  it  was  difficult  to  know  without  official  statistics 
the  ratio  of  imported  cosmetics  and  the  home  production,  as 
French  names  are  as  widely  used  as  in  this  country,  though  it 
was  soon  evident  that  the  cosmetic  chemists  of  the  States  had 
precious  little  to  learn  from  any  European  country.  The  style 
of  the  Atlantic  coast  differs  in  many  respects  from  that  of  the 
Pacific.  In  Quebec  and  Montreal  French  perfumes  and  cos- 
metics predominate  ;  this  is  not  so  marked  in  Toronto,  but 
further  west  and  in  Vancouver  there  was  a  decided  increase  in 
British  products.  In  perfumes  it  seemed  to  me  British  manu- 
facturers go  for  the  straight  formulas,  but  French  firms  and 
those  who  adopt  a  French  name  are  more  inclined  to  those 
subtle  ones  with  something  exotic  about  them.  The  bazaar 
stores,  of  which  there  are  several  now  and  no  longer  the  low 
fixed-price  type,  gave  me  a  clue  as  to  the  popular  lines  apart 
from  those  expensive  products  that  can  only  appeal  to  the 
chosen  few.  In  these  stores  there  was  very  little  deviating 
from  what  is  known  in  Great  Britain.  Among  the  things  I 
bought  were  half  a  dozen  hair-removing  creams,  thinking  I 
had  something  new,  but  they  all  proved  to  be  the  evil-smelling 
sulphides. 

All  Men's  Displays 

The  departmental  stores  were  happy  hunting  grounds.  In 
one  there  was  a  special  display  of  an  all-man's  cosmetic  set, 
but  I  have  yet  to  meet  the  man  who  would  use  such  a  variety 
varying  from  talcum  to  vanishing  cream,  cooling  lotion,  etc., 
and  so  forth,  and  wind  up  with  a  hair  lotion  designed  for  the 
sea  or  lake  side  bearing  the  notice  "  Beware  of  beach 
baldness."  A  city  drug  store  at  the  foot  of  the  Rockies  offered 
shampoo  powders  at  55  cents  the  packet  and  a  bottle  of  hari 
oil  free.  There  was  very  little  to  be  learned  from  the  drug 
stores,  as  distribution  of  merchandise  is  their  main  feature 
and  the  true  sale  of  cosmetics  was  passing  rapidly  into  other 
channels.  One  preparation  was  new  on  me  ;  it  was  in  Canada  : 
"  Olive  Oil  Baby  Powder  free  from  Zinc  in  any  form,"  and 
I  wondered  how  such  a  title  passed  the  Dominion  censors.  The 
best  displays  of  cosmetics,  and  probably  the  best  sales,  were 
made  in  the  largest  hotels,  and  usually  this  merchandising  was 
quite  apart  from  the  ordinary  drug  store  found  on  the  pre- 
mises. The  beauty  parlours,  if  I  may  use  the  term,  were 
attached  to  the  hairdressing  department.  It  was  a  revelation 
to  me  to  see  in  the  men's  section  that  the  cosmeticians,  beauti- 
cians and  hairdressers  were  even  busier  than  in  the  ladies' 
quarters.  In  two  hotels  conventions  were  being  held,  and  it 
was  necessary  for  men  to  make  appointments  in  order  to  get 
their  facial  treatments  and  manicuring.  Vancouver  is  near 
enough  to  the  States  border  to  justify  one  in  thinking  there 
would  be  no  marked  change  in  style.  That,  however,  was  not 
so.  Both  Vancouver  and  Victoria  have  a  strong  British 
flavour,  and  though  in  the  stores  there  are  plenty  of  French 
cosmetics  and  perfumes  there  was  no  doubt  British  products 


were  holding  their  own.  Over  the  border  the  story  was 
different  ;  United  States  products  were  an  easy  first.  In 
Seattle  there  was  a  neatly-packed  colly rium,  with  eye-bath  as 
part  of  the  stopper.  On  the  label  it  stated  the  formula  con- 
sisted of  borax,  boric  acid,  with  0.4  per  cent,  antipyrine.  In 
one  of  the  high-class  journals  of  the  industry,  for  one  month 
I  found,  out  of  fifty-six  full-page  display  advertisements,  forty- 
six  were  U.S.A.,  five  British  and  five  French,  though  it  must 
be  confessed  that  most  of  these  advertisements  as  they  were 
set  gave  the  impression  they  were  French  in  idea  if  not  in 
origin.  While  varieties  of  perfumes  occupied  an  important 
position,  the  number  of  women's  names  and  Hollywood  creators 
of  beauty  attached  to  "  essential  creams,"  freshening 
solutions,  cleansers  and  similar  articles  was  bewildering.  The 
highly  specialised  technical  skill  which  is  required  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  modern  face  powder  was  a  continuous  reminder 
from  city  to  city.  In  Chicago,  as  one  would  expect,  the 
great  store  of  State  Street  had  a  fascinating  display,  and 
though  I  went  there  three  or  four  times  the  plays  was  always 
so  crowded  that  my  information  had  to  be  deduced  from  the 
display.  One  thing  that  impressed  me  was  the  excellent 
training  in  selling  points  and  the  artistry  of  the  saleswomen 
in  the  cosmetic  departments.  Whoever  stopped  to  examine 
the  wares,  man  or  woman,  had  a  hard  fight  to  get  away  from 
the  fascinating  display  without  parting  with  at  least  a  dollar, 
which  seemed  the  minimum  selling  price. 

Hormone  Creams 

The  craze  for  hormone  creams  I  did  not  realise  until  I 
reached  New  York,  when  a  most  elaborate  brochure  was 
supplied  me  on  how  to  overcome  lines  and  wrinkles  and  to 
renew  youth  with  firmness.  The  oream,  I  was  assured,  must 
be  applied  at  night,  and  was  to  be  left  in  contact  with. 
the  skin  for  six  hours  ;  thus  all  defects  would  be  removed 
by  structural  changes  due  to  the  cream  with  the  special  dis- 
covery— the  new  principle  dihydroxyoestrin.  There  was  a  picture 
of  one  face  taken  at  sixty  years  of  age  rejuvenated  into  that 
of  a  sweet  young  thing  of  seventeen  within  seven  weeks  by  the 
hormone  cream.  Later  I  was  to  find  out  two  or  three  specialists 
in  beauty  with  an  international  reputation  who  had  succumbed 
to  the  production  of  gland  creams. 

A  Chicago  firm  having  about  forty  lines  of  the  finer  cos- 
metics had  a  list  of  120  distributors  throughout  the  States  ; 
several  of  the  names  were  chain  stores  with  luimerous  linkages 
and  presumably  covering  the  whole  country,  but  in  this 
list  I  could  only  detect  twenty  names  as  covering  drug  chains. 
It  was  no  surprise,  then,  that  I  read  in  a  technical  journal 

Cosmetics  might  gain  the  serious  attention  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  After  all,  pharmacists  made  the 
first  cosmetics  used  in  the  country,  and  the  Association  has 
had  a  special  cosmetic  committee  for  the  last  ten  years.  The 
only  trouble  is  that  the  industry  has  advanced  so  far  with 
the  aid  of  the  Association  that  it  is  hard  to  find  a  reason  for 
professional  pharmacy  coming  back  into  the  field."  That 
is  one  reaction  to  the  widely  extended  development  and  the 
extraordinary  range  of  preparations  used  in  the  beauty  parlours 
and  distributed  far  and  wide  through  specially  appointed 
agents.  At  the  same  time,  certain  preparations  that  come 
within  the  term  cosmetics  are  frequently  u.sed  in  sick  rooms, 
and  as  one  professional  pharmacist  said,  "  My  guide  in  sell- 
ing cosmetics  is  whether  they  are  used  for  alleviation  of  some 
distress  of  the  sick  person.  Those  used  only  for  make  up- 
I  leave  to  others."  While  the  drug  stores  do  display  and  sell 
cosmetics  I  could  not  help  but  notice  that  as  a  rule  the 
finer  products  were  sold  elsewhere,  and  carried  on  mostly 
under  business  names  other  than  their  own.  One  other 
striking  feature  in  formulas  shown  me  was  the  increasing  use 
of  the  newer  substances  which  make  the  old  formulas  look 
shabby.  But,  as  one  producer  said,  with  a  twinkle  in  his 
eye,  "You  may  have  the  formula  but  you  still  have  to  learn 
how  to  make  a  high-class  preparation." 

Down  Fifth  Avenue  and  in  the  Rockefeller  centre  of  New 
York  there  was  enough  in  the  cosmetics  line  to  consume  my 
time  for  a  week  or  more,  but  it  could  not  be  done.

The  markets  have  been  overshadowed  this  v^'eek  by  the  Euro- 
pean political  situation,  and,  in  consequence,  the  volume  of  business 
transacted  has  been  unusually  poor.  Home  trade  has  been  chiefly 
concerned  with  smallish  spot  orders  while  the  export  demand  from 
near  Continental  countries  continues  to  be  quite  good.  It  is  satis- 
factory to  note  that,  despite  the  present  unsettled  state  of  affairs, 
there  has  been  no  break  in  sales  prices.  In  natural  products  in 
particular  any  odd  parcels  offered  a  little  under  the  market  are 
quickly  taken  up.  Reports  indicate  that  business  in  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  has  been  of  a  restricted  routine  character,  with  the 
country  trade  rather  quiet.  Quoted  prices  for  all  the  main  products 
continue  unchanged.  Ephedrine  Hydrochloride,  B.P.,  is  quiet 
but  steadier.    Santonin  is  irregular. 

Crude  Drugs 

These  markets  have  experienced  a  poor  week  of  business,  with 
most  orders  for  spot  goods.  A  fair  amount  of  re-export  trade  to 
Scandinavian  countries  continues.  Values,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
are  keeping  steady,  due  to  the  very  moderate  stocks  a\-ailable  here. 
Agar  is  quoted  slightly  dearer  for  shipment  of  new  crop.  Aloes  are 
steady  but  quiet.  Little  interest  shown  in  offers  of  new  crop  Buchu 
for  shipment.  Cardamoms  are  steadier  at  the  recent  declines,  but 
remain  quiet.  A  moderate  sale  of  Cascara  Sagrada  on  spot  is 
reported.  Desiccated  Coconut  is  quoted  slightly  cheaper.  Norwegian 
Cod-Liver  Oil  crop  continues  well  below  average.  Some  nice 
CoLOCYNTH  Pulp  offered  on  spot  at  attractive  prices.  Shipment 
tjfEers  of  Portuguese  Ergot  continue  rather  easy.  Sudan  Gum 
Acacia  shows  a  loss  on  the  week,  with  the  market  dull.  The  manu- 
facturing grades  of  Jamaican  Honey  are  again  quoted  cheaper. 
Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha  is  duU  and  slightly  easier.  Japanese 
rSlENTHOL  has  sold  quietly  and  spot  values  are  rather  dearer  ; 
shippers'  quotations  also  tend  firmer.  Spanish  /  Italian  Mercury  is 
now  quoted  only  in  American  dollars.  Modest  sales  of  Rhubarb  are 
recorded  at  steady  prices.  Activity  in  Senega  has  quietened  down. 
AU  descriptions  of  Senna  are  quoted  unchanged  on  a  steady  but  quiet 
market.  Shellac  has  been  neglected  and  is  easier.  Fair  inquiry 
for  the  medium  and  white  grades  of  Tragacanth  ;  quoted  unchanged. 

Essential  Oils 

The  demand  for  these  products  has  been  generally  quiet  and  mostly 
limited  to  modest  quantities.  Almond  is  reported  to  be  slightly 
firmer.  Shipment  quotations  for  Anise  (Star)  are  a  little  cheaper. 
The  Consortium  price  for  Bergamot  is  reported  to  be  uachanged. 
Brazilian  Bois  de  Rose  is  slack  on  spot.  Very  little  interest  in 
Cassia  ;  quoted  unchanged.  Citronella  has  been  neglected  ;  quoted 
nominally  unchanged.  Shipment  quotations  for  Bourbon  Geranium, 
in  French  francs,  are  working  out  cheaply,  while  the  price  for  the 
Algerian  oil  remains  quite  steady.  Rather  more  business  in  Grape 
Fruit.  Quotations  for  new  crop  Sicilian  hand-pressed  Lembn  vary, 
with  little  business  moving.  There  is  no  further  news  on  the 
proposed  Consortium.  Lemongrass  has  been  idle.  Business  in  new 
crop  French  Guinea  Orange  is  confined  to  small  spot  orders  ;  ship- 
ment offers  from  re-sellers  neglected.  Japanese  Peppermint  tends  to 
be  firmer  ;  the  latest  cable  quotations  from  shippers  sho^v  a  sharp 
advance.

Round  the  World  on  Reciprocity 

Sir, — My  attention  has  been  drawn  to  a  report  of  a  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland  appearing 
in  the  C.  &-  D.,  January  29,  p.  118.  In  this  the  secretary  of 
the  Society  is  reported  to  have  said:  "  A  girl  licentiate  from 
Northern  Ireland  was  going  to  South  Africa,  but  she  had  first 
registered  in  Great  Britain  and  was  getting  round  the  difficulty 
in  that  way."  I  think  it  as  well  to  correct  this  statement,  as 
the  difficulty  will  not  be  got  over.  Reciprocity  between  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  and  this  Board  is  in 
respect  of  examination  certificates.  The  mere  fact  that  a  person 
has  been  registered  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  will  not  entitle  him  to  registration  in  the  Union  of 
South  Africa.

Fluctuations  of  the  Dispensing  Fee 

Sir, — It  is  unfortunate,  but  I  find  it  necessary  once  more  to 
correct  Mr.  Parry  on  his  facts,  and  I  am  not  quibbling.  If 
there  is  one  thing  more  than  another  which  is  necessary  in 
connexion  with  N.H.I,  matters  we  must  keep  clear  of  any 
misconception  as  to  our  present  position.  I  must  therefore  re- 
mind Mr.  Parry  that  in  the  early  days  of  the  present  tariff, 
that  is,  in  1916,  the  dispensing  fee  was  2.8d.  Subsequently 
we  got  it  increased  to  5d.,  then  to  6d.,  in  1921,  but  it  re- 
verted to  5d.  in  1922,  and  that  is  the  fee  to-day.  The  pur- 
chasing power  of  6d.  at  that  time  was  certainly  not  greater 
than  it  is  to-day  if  official  figures  are  to  be  accepted.  I  do 
wonder  at  Mr.  Parry's  sudden  desire  to  deal  with  trade  matters, 
because  he  was  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  at  the  time 
when  the  Council  had  control  of  N.H.I,  affairs  and  when  the 
fee  was  2.8d.  Also  during  the  period  up  to  1920,  when  the 
fee  was  increased  to  5d.,  and  in  1921,  when  it  was  increased  to 
6d.,  but  in  those  days  the  I^ocal  Associations  Executive  Com- 
mittee, of  which  I  was  secretary,  dealt  with  N.H.I,  affairs  on 
behalf  of  the  Council.  It  will  interest  chemists  to  know  that  it 
was  Dr.  Addison  who,  as  Minister  of  Health,  gave  us  the  6d. 
dispensing  fee  in  1921,  and  that  it  was  Sir  Alfred  Mond  in  the 
following  year  who  reduced  it  again  to  5d.  It  was  a  doctor 
Minister  of  Health  who  recognised  our  right  to  better  pay- 
ment, and  a  chemical  manufacturer  Minister  of  Health  who 
said  that  he  was  paying  too  much.  Mr.  Parry,  as  secretary 
of  a  pharmaceutical  committee,  accepted  the  present  terms, 
and  he  cannot  now  divest  himself  either  of  his  share  of  the 
responsibility  as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  for 
the  earlier  low  basis  of  payment  or  as  a  phannaceutical  com- 
mittee secretary  for  the  present  contracts.  I  want  every  chemist 
to  know  that  my  feelings  and  those  of  my  executive  in  regard 
to  the  present  position  are  just  as  violent  as  any  that  Mr. 
Parry  can  express,  but  we  are  not  pretending  that  we  have 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter  in  the  past.  We  have  been 
facing  the  realities  of  the  position  all  the  time  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  in  the  future. — Yours  faithfully,

Poisons  by  Post

question  of  sending  by  post  medicines  made  up  on  a  prescrip- 
tion. It  has  been  our  custom  to  use  registered  post  for 
dangerous  drugs  ordered  by  prescription,  but  in  view  of  your 
comments  it  would  seem  that  such  procedure  is  unnecessary.

[Section  ig  exempts  prescribed  medicines  from  Section  18  of 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  these  can  be  sent 
by  ordinary  post  in  same  manner  as  poison  supplies 
"  within  the  trade."  The  registered  post  requirement  is  only 
compulsory  in  regard  to  First  Schedule  poisons  supplied  on  a 
signed  order  under  Poison  Rule  7  to  a  person  for  the  purposes 
of  his  trade,  business  or  profession.  The  anomaly  is  that  the 
patient  may  receive  a  supply  by  ordinary  post,  but  the 
doctor's  order  must  be  despatched  by  registered  post. — 
Editor.] 

Westminster  Wisdom 

It  is  reported  under  "Parliamentary  News"  (C  &■  D., 
March  12,  p.  302)  that  a  question  was  asked  concerning  the 
sales  permissible  under  the  Shops  Act  on  early  closing  days, 
and  it  was  remarked  that  it  is  possible  to  purchase  a  tooth 
brush  and  tooth  paste  but  not  a  shaving  brush  and  safety 
razor.  But  are  brushes  and  pastes  classed  as  exempted 
articles.'  I  can  remember  in  the  early  days  of  the  Act  the 
local  shop  inspector  visiting  various  pharmacies  during  the 
evening  opening  on  the  half-day,  and  in  several  of  them  he 
asked  for  a  tooth  brush.  One  or  two  chemists  supplied  them, 
as  they  did  not  consider  the  sale  forbidden  ;  no  proceedings 
were  taken  on  the  first  occasion,  but  they  were  warned  not  to 
sell  in  future.  It  would  seem  that  the  decision  which  class 
border  line  goods  fall  into,  medicinal  or  toilet,  must  depend 
largely  on  the  local  authority,  but  if  I  were  asked  for  tooth 
brushes  or  pastes  after  the  normal  closing  hours  I  should  not 
supplw — Yours  trulv,

Own  Make  and  Own  Name 

Sir, — One  of  the  speakers  at  the  North  Metropolitan  Branch 
meeting  (C.  &■  D.,  March  12,  p.  285)  said  that  chemists  should 
extend  "  own  name  "  to  "  own  make,"  because  with  "  own 
name  "  goods  chemists  were  still  in  the  hands  of  the  manu- 
facturers. The  policy  of  "  own  make  "  is  one  which  I  have 
followed  ever  since  I  first  went  into  business  on  my  own 
account.  Only  once  did  I  buy  an  "  own  name  "  line.  The 
representative  had  guaranteed  that  the  label  and  carton  which 
I  selected  should  be:  reserved  to  me  for  my  town  and  district. 
After  showing  and  selling  it  for  a  while  as  one  of  my  own 
remedies  I  happened  to  go  into  a  large  store  with  a  drug 
department  and  there  saw  a  display  stand  of  the  identical 
product.  Needless  to  say,  I  complained  to  the  wholesalers, 
who  replied  that  the  store  in  question  bought  their  supplies  at 
a  head"  office  and  they,  the  wholesalers,  could  not  be  respon- 
sible for  the  distribution.  As  many  of  my  customers  must 
have  visited  that  store  for  other  requirements,  I  could  not  risk 
the  reputation  I  had  gained  for  making  my  own  remedies  and 
the  order  was  never  repeated.  In  spite  of  all  the  advertising 
and  the  competition  of  the  stores,  there  is  still  a  large  number 
of  customers  who  relv  on  the  individual  chemist  when  they 
get  to  know  him  personally,  and  they  place  confidence  in  his 
own  lines  and  recommendations. — Yours  faithfully,

C.   &-  S.    (2/21). — Lavender  bath  crystals. — The  most 
suitable  colourings  for  lavender  bath  crystals  are: — Green, 
naphthol  green  ;  Heliotrope,  phenol  red.    The  perfumes  usually 
employed  are  synthetic  perfumes  or  terpeneless  essential  oils, 
as  most  perfumes  deteriorate  in  the  presence  of  an  alkaline 
salt.    A  fair  proportion  of  fixative,  such  as  benzoin,  olibanum 
or  mastic  is  usuallv  necessary.    For  solvents,  alcohol,  isopropyl 
alcohol  or  acetone  are  suitable,   and  the  crystals  should  be 
bottled  as  soon  as  the  solvent  has  evaporated.  Both  colouring 
and  perfume  can  be  sprayed  on  the  crystals,  or  the  crystals 
can   be  immersed  in  a  coloured  saturated  solution   of  the 
crystal.    Drying  is  effected  either  by  exposure  to  the  air  or  by 
means  of  an  hydro-extractor.    A  typical  formula  for  lavender 
perfume  is :  —

As  to  the  quantities  of  colouring  and  perfume  to  be  used, 
this  is  a  matter  of  taste,  and  we  can  only  suggest  that  you 
spray  until  a  suitable  colour  is  arrived  at.  The  base  is,  as  you 
suggest  in  your  letter,  sodium  carbonate. 

— Cheap  perfume. — ^You  do  not  state  for 
what  purpose  you  require  the  cheap  concentrated  perfume.  The 
following  is  a  formula  for  a  concentrated  perfume  as  used  in

H.  P.  M.  (26/23). — Fourth  Schedule  poisons  (restricted 
drugs)  are  by  exemption  (in  Poisons  Rule  26  (i)  )  simply  First 
Schedule  poisons  so  far  as  hospital  dispensing  is  concerned. 
This  means  that  the  record  of  particulars  must  be  kept  (so  far 
as  supply  to  out-patients  is  concerned)  in  accordance  with 
Rule  26  (i),  but  there  is  no  necessity  to  treat  the  prescription 
itself  in  any  special  manner  (i.e.,  the  form  of  prescription  for 
restricted  drug  and  keeping  same  for  two  years  do  not  apply). 

W.  S.  S.  (221/21). — Solid  perfumes. — Preparations  of  this 
nature  have  certain  advantages  over  liquid  perfumes  ;  for  ex- 
ample, they  are  less  expensive,  do  not  evaporate  and  there  is 
no  chance  of  spilling.  We  suggest  you  experiment  with  the 
following  formula :  —

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago 

Reprinted  from 
"The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  March  17,  1888 

The  Flower  Industry  of  Grasse 

A  paper  on  this  subject  was  read  before  the  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  on  March  8  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Warrick,  and 
was  listened  to  with  much  interest.  Mr.  Warrick  first  apologised 
for  presenting  a  paper  on  such  a  frivolous  subject  to  men  who 
had  shown  themselves  such  ardent  advocates  of  the  higher 
pharmacy  of  the  "  ologies  "  in  preference  to  the  groceries, 
perfumes  and  other  "  eries."  But  if  perfumery  could  not  hope 
to  take  an  elevated  position  in  the  materiaj  pharmaceuticae,  it 
might  be  accorded  a  place  as  an  adjunct,  if  only  on  the  plea 
that  those  also  serve  who  only  stand  and  wait.  .  .  .  The  popu- 
lation of  Grasse  is  about  12,000,  and  the  flora  of  its  environs 
represents  almost  all  the  botany  of  Europe.  Among  the 
splendid  pasture  lands,  7,000  feet  above  the  sea,  are  fields  of 
lavender,  thyme,  etc.  From  7,000  to  6,000  feet  there  are 
forests  of  pine  and  other  gymnosperms.  From  6,000  to  4,000 
feet  firs  and  the  beech  are  the  most  prominent  trees.  Between 
4,000  and  2,000  feet  we  find  our  familiar  friends  the  oak,  the 
chestnut,  cereals,  maize,  potatoes.  Below  this  is  the  Mediter- 
ranean region.  Here  orange,  lemon,  fig  and  olive  trees,  the 
vine,  mulberry,  etc.,  flourish  in  the  open,  as  well  as  any 
number  of  exotics,  palms,  aloes,  cactuses,  castor-oil  plants,  etc. 
It  is  in  this  region  that  nature  with  lavish  hand  bestows  her 
flowers,  which,  unlike  their  compeers  in  other  lands,  are  not 
born  to  waste  their  fragrance  on  the  desert  air  or  to  die  "  like 
the  bubble  on  the  fountain,"  but  rather  (to  paraphrase  George 
Eliot's  lofty  words)  to  die  and  live  again  in  fats  and  oils,  made 
nobler  by  their  presence.

Co.  B.D.H.  is  assayed 
in  order  to  ensure  that  it  contains  the  correct  propor- 
tion of  ferrous  phosphate  (from  0.85  to  0.95  per  cent). 
This  is  accomplished  by  titrating  with  a  standard 
solution  of  titanous  chloride  which  must  be  stored  and 

used  in  an  atmosphere  of  carbon  dioxide. 
The  diagram  shows  how  the  titanous  chloride  Is  stored  In  the 
reservoir  A  which  is  connected  to  the  burette  B  and  also 
with  the  carbon  dioxide  generator  C.  A  weighed  portion  of 
the  sample  is  diluted  with  water,  acidified  with  hydrochloric 
acid  and  the  Iron  oxidised  to  the  ferric  condition  with 
potassium  permanganate.  After  the  addition  of  sodium  bi- 
carbonate and  ammonium  thiocyanate  the  mixture  is  titrated 
with  declnormal  titanous  chloride  until  the  red  colour  pro- 
duced by  ferric  thiocyanate  just  disappears.  The  amount  of 
ferrous  phosphate  in  the  preparation  can  then  be  calculated.
